Complainant alleges that a rate which, by the terms of the 
tariff, is applicable to ‘‘paper photographic cards and card- 
board (cut in shape)’’ -should be applied to shipments of 
illustrated post cards in preference to a rate which, by the 
same tariff, is made applicable to “holiday cards (including 
Christmas and Easter cards) and other cards of a similar 
character.’’ Complaint dismissed.

Report of the Commission, 
CLARK, Commissioner: 

Complainant is engaged in the stationery, printing 
and bookbinding business in San Francisco, Cal. De- 
fendant is a common carrier, subject to the act to regu- 
late commerce. 

In March, August and September, 1907, complainant 
shipped over line of defendant from Chicago to San 
Francisco some 20 cases of paper post cards, on which 
were printed colored views reproduced in some manner 
from photographs. On these shipments defendant as- 
sessed and collected charges at the rate of $3 per 100 
pounds, in accordance with an item on page 72 of Trans 
continental Freight Bureau Westbound Tariff No. 1-G, 
IC. C. No. 375, reading as follows: 

“Holiday cards (including Christmas and Easter 
cards) and other cards of similar character, also art 
calendars and valentines boxed, L. C. L., $3.” 

Complainant contends that the rate properly appli- 
cable to these shipments is $1.90 per 100 pounds, in 
accordance with an item on page 86 of the same tariff, 
reading as follows: 

“Paper photographic cards and cardboards (cut in 
shape), L. C. L., $1.90.” 

The question thus presented for decision is the ap- 
plicability of the rate on “paper photographic cards and 
cardboard” to the shipments which form the basis of this 
complaint. The testimony shows that the term “photo- 
graphic card’? is employed to describe pasteboard card 
mounts to which photographs are to be attached, and 
that it does not include photographs. But even if it did 
include photographs the cards here in question -wouid 
not be included because they were not photographs. 
They were clearly “cards of a similar character” to holi- 
day, Christmas and Easter cards. : 

It appears also that it has been customary to apply 
to post cards the rate applicable to holiday cards. This 
Tate applies to the transportation of a finished article— 
that is, cards that have been printed, lithographed, or 
otherwise embellished. Photographic cards are plain pa- 
per cards and are classed in this tariff with cardboard 
cut in shape. If the tariff used the term “photographic 
mounts” instead of “photographic cards” the lay mind 
would no doubt more readily understand exactly what 
was meant, 


Upon the record we conclude that charges were cor- 








rectly assessed upon these shipments, and the complaint 
must therefore be dismissed. It will be so ordered.

1. Complaint attacks reasonableness of a rate of 50 cents per 
100 pounds for express shipments of celery from Hartville 
to Pittsburg. Hartville is 131 miles from Pittsburg, and 
such shipments require either special engine movement for 
26 miles or a transfer from car to car at a junction point. 


The rate of another express company from Alliance to 
Pittsburg, 83 miles, is 40 cents per 100 pounds, and via 
that line no transfer is necessary. Complainants testify 
that the cost to them of hauling to Hartville and shipping 
to Pittsburg at rate of 50 cents is the same as hauling to 
Alliance and shipping at rate of 40 cents, and that when 
the cost is the same they prefer to ship via Alliance. 


3. Rate complained of not shown to be unreasonable either in 
and of itself or relatively. Complaint dismissed.

Report of the Commission. 
CLARK, Commissioner: 

It is alleged in this complaint that the charge by 
defendant of 50 cents per 100 pounds for the transpor- 
tation of celery from Hartville, Ohio, to Pittsburg, Pa., 
is unreasonable and unjust. Reparation is asked. 

Complainant is a voluntary association of celery 
growers whose farms are located in the vicinity of Hart- 
ville. About 75 per cent of the celery grown in the re- 
gion is shipped to commission merchants in Pittsburg, 
who make sales and render accounts to shippers. Celery 
is carefully prepared and packed in crates before ship- 
ment. Standard crates are 14 by 18 by 10 inches, and 
when filled weigh on the average about 120 pounds. 

Previous to 1905 substantially all celery shipments 
from Hartville to Pittsburg were made from Alliance, 
Ohio, by Adams express. The farms of the growers are

located an average distarice of 2% miles from Hartville 
and 12 miles from Alliance. 

Defendant first opened an office at Hartville, Sep- 
tember 1, 1899. The Wheeling & Lake Erie railroad, on 
which Hartville is located and over which the defendant 
operates, does not reach Pittsburg, and defendant did 
not at the time have an office there. 


Arrangements, 
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however, were made with other express companies for 
acceptance of Hartville shipments of celery for Pitts- 
burg delivery, and a rate of 60 cents per 100 pounds was 
made therefor. Subsequently, and on November 1, 1901, 
the rate was increased to 75 cents. A few shipments 
were made at the 60-cent rate and practically none at. 
the higher rate. The rate charged by the Adams ex- 
press company at Alliance for shipments to Pittsburg 
was 40 cents per crate, and later 40 cents per 100 
pounds, which rate is still in effect. 

In 1904 defendant obtained the right to conduct its 
express business over the railway of the Wabash Pitts- 
burg Terminal railway company, which extends from a 
connection with the Wheeling & Lake Erie railroad to 
Pittsburg, and opened an office in that city. Some time 
in July, 1904, defendant made a rate of 45 cents per 100 
pounds on celery from Hartville to Pittsburg, but com- 
paratively littie business was done at that rate, because 
shipments could not be made in time to reach the Pitts- 
burg morning market. .In September, 1905, after consullt- 
ing with representatives of complainant, defendant made 
a rate of 40 cents per crate, and the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie agreed to furnish a special dailyjcar, for shipments 
of 5 tons or more, to be set on a Hartville siding in the 
afternoon, and when loaded to be hauled by a special 
engine to Navarre, about 26 miles distant, where the 
car was attached to a through train that arrived in 
Pittsburg early the next morning. The shippers at Hart- 
ville loaded their crates into the car on the siding. 
About November 1, 1906, the rate was made 40 cents 
per 100 pounds. From the time the arrangement was 
made, with respect of the 40-cent rate, practically all 
the celery grown at Hartville was shipped over defend- 
ant’s line to Pittsburg, up to November 4, 1907, when 
the rate was increased to 50 cents. 

The celery shipping season extends from August 1 
to December 31 each year, and five days each week. 
During this time shipments from Hartville are continu- 
ous and regular, averaging about 6 tons per day in Au- 
gust, 12 tons in September, 20 tons in October and No- 
vember, and 6 tons in ‘December. Approximate ship- 
ments from Hartville to Pittsburg, over defendant’s line 
for each season, at the different rates, are shown by the 
following table:

The distance from Hartville to Pittsburg is 131 miles 
and from Alliance to Pittsburg 83 miles. In shipments 
of less than 5 tons from Hartville, the celery is trans- 
ferred from car to car at Navarre. All shipments of 
celery from Alliance go direct to Pittsburg without trans- 
fer. It costs growers on an average 6 cents per 100 
pounds to haul celery from the farms to Hartville and 
16 cents per 100 pounds to Alliance. It is asserted by 
the complainant that early in the season of 1907 celery 
growers who shipped from Canton, Ohio, to Pittsburg, 
called defendant’s attention to the fact that its rate 
from Canton to Pittsburg was 60 cents per 100 pounds, 
although the distance is but 102 miles, and Canton is 
intermediate between Hartville and Pittsburg, and that 
there was undue discrimination in favor of the Hartville 
celery growers. Defendant, investigated the respective 
rates and cost of service and determined that the Hart- 
ville rate was not only unremunerative but discrimina- 





tory, and the 60-cent rate complained of was mage, 
During the present seagon, or since November 7, 1907, 
defendant has not carried any shipments from Hartville, 
the growers having contracted.for delivery to Alliance, 
Shippers testified that at the same cost they prefer to 
ship from Alliance, 

Defendant called attention to the fact that the preg. 
ent rate from Hartville to Pittsburg is lower than rateg 
on the same commodity from other points in Ohio to 
Pittsburg of similar or greater distances, and argued 
that if the rate charged by the Adams express company 
from Alliance, a distance of 83 miles, is reasonable (and 
no complaint thereof is made), the 50-cent rate from 
Hartville is very low. The rate on first-class freight 
from Hartville to Pittsburg is 25 cents per 100 pounds. 

The contention of complainant is that during the 
year 1904, when the 45-cent rate was in effect, defend- 
ant carried 253 tons of celery from Hartville; that the 
experience of that season induced the defendant to re. 
duce its rate to 40 cents in order to secure all the 
traffic; that the lower rate was continued in force for 
more than two years; that these facts establish prima 
facie that the rate was remunerative; and that defendant 
has shown no change of conditions which authorize or 
warrant the increase in the rates. The delivery service 
in Pittsburg during the celery-shipping season does not 
appear to be unusual, but is merely additional service, 
due to an increase in the volume of business. 

When celery is shipped from Hartville in lots ag- 
gregating 5 tons special engine and train service is nee 
essary for a distance of 26 miles. All lots of less than 
5 tons necessitate transfer at Navarre. In either event 
there is a distinct transportation cost over and above the 
additional distance of haul from Hartville as compared 
with Alliance. Defendant experimented with the rates 
and the business and established the present rate in 
the light of its experiences and with regard to the effect 
its rate from Hartville must have on its rates from in- 
termediate points. Even if it be admitted that a rate 
se experimented with and kept in effect for a substan- 
tial period of time establishes the presumption that it is 
remunerative, it cannot be held to prevent the establish- 
ment of a different rate if it be found that a different 
rate is reasonable and proper, 

The rate of 50 cents per 100 pounds from Hartville, 
considered by, in, and of itself, or when compared with 
the rate of 40 cents from Alliance, and considering the 
difference in distance and in the cost of the service, 
cannot be held to be unreasonable. It is shown that the 
total cost to the shippers is the same via Hartville at the 
50-cent rate as via.Alliance at the 40-cent rate, and that 
at the same cost*they prefer to ship via Alliance. 

Inasmuch as the rate complained of is not found to 
be unreasonable, reparation cannot be awarded. It is, 
however, remarked that if carriers, in changing rates, 
minimum weights, or other rules which affect the trans 
portation charges on a commodity which moves only at 
a particular season, will give consideration to the ship- 
ping and selling seasons for that commodity and arrange 
that such changes shall become effective at a time when 
they will not seriously disarrange or unfavorably affect 
the movement or sale of the season’s output, it will be 
better for all concerned, and shippers will, in some in- 
stances, be relieved of serious loss under contracts of 
sale which must be made in advance and in the light 
of transportation conditions then in effect. Such 4 
change might be reasonable if made effective at one 
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time of year and unreasonable if made effective at an 
other time of year. 

Upon the whole record in this case we are brought 
to the conclusion that an order of dismissal of complaint 
must be entered.

Complainant alleged that the rate of 33 cents per 100 pounds 
charged by defendants for the transportation of sash and 
doors in carloads, from Chicago, Ill., to Williamson, W. Va., 
is unreasonable. The only fact shown in support of this 
contention is the lower rate to more distant points on the 
same line. Sash and doors are carried in fifth class between 
the points named. Competitive conditions were proven to 
exist at the more distant points, and the meager record does 
not warrant a finding that the fifth-class rate to Williamson 
is unreasonable.

Report of the Commission. 
KNAPP, Chairman: 

While it is alleged in the complaint in this case that 
the rate of 33 cents per 100 pounds charged by defend- 
ants for the transportation of sash and doors in carloads 
from Chicago, Ill., to Williamson, W. Va., and other 
points is excessive and unreasonable, the only fact shown 
in support of this contention is the lower rate to more 





‘distant points on the same line. 


Hearing was first had on September 17, 1907. The 
case was subsequently reopened and a further hearing 
had September 12, 1908. 

The members of the complaining association are 
manufacturers of and dealers in sash and doors, and iv 
the course of their business make shipments over defend- 
ants’ lines from Chicago to Williamson and other points 
east thereof. Williamson is reached by no other railroad 
than the Norfolk & Western, which extends from Cincin- 
nati and Columbus, Ohio, on the west, to Norfolk, Va.. 
on the east, and Hagerstown, Md., on the north. Sash 
and doors are placed in fifth class in the Official Classi- 
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fication, which obtains on this line, and the rate on 
carloads from Chicago to Williamson is 33 cents per 
100 pounds. The rate to Roanoke, Norfolk, and various 
intermediate points between Roanoke and Norfolk, known 
as the Virginia cities, is 27 cents. The short-line dis- 
tance from Chicago to Williamson is 528 miles, to Roa- 
noke 700 miles, and to Norfolk 908 miles. 

Rates from Chicago to stations west of Roanoke on 
the Norfolk & Western are made by adding to the rate 
to the Ohio river the local rate to the east thereof, until 
their sums equal the Norfolk-Roanoke rate and certain 
arbitraries in addition. These arbitraries were estab- 
lished in 1892 and are 12, 10, 9, 7, 6 and 5 cents, re- 
spectively, on the several classes from first to sixth. 
Thus the rate on sash and doors from Chicago to 
Kenova, on the Ohio river, is 18 cents per 100 pounds, 
and the local rate from Kenova to Naugatuck, a point 
about 15 miles west of Williamson, is 15 cents, the sum 
equaling the Virginia cities rate of 27 cents plus the arbi- 
trary for fifth class of 6 cents. The local rate from 
Kenova to Williamson on fifth class is 16 cents per 100 
pounds. Under the adjustment aboye described the 
fifth-class rate from Chicago to Williamson of 33 cents 
is 1 cent per 100 pounds less than the rate to Kenova 
plus the local from Kenova to Williamson. No point 
between Naugatuck and Roanoke takes.a higher rate 
than 33 cents. 

This disparity in rates between the Virginia cities 
and points west thereof has existed for many years and 
applies to shipments of all classes of commodities. The 
history of these rates and the reasons which impelled 
the granting of lower rates to the Virginia cities were 
detailed in the testimony. of the vice-president and traffic 
manager of the Norfolk & Western company, who stated 
in brief that competitive conditions, which do not exist 
between the Ohio river and Roanoke, control the rates 
to Roanoke and points east thereof. 

The same relation of rates prevailing at Williamson 
is in force throughout a considerable territory extending 
from Kenova to Roanoke and from Roanoke to Bristol, 
Tenn., and Norton, Va. If the rate on sash and doors 
to Williamson is reduced every other class rate would 
be open to the same objection made in this case, and 
upon complaint must also be reduced if the Commission 


is to be consistent. 


Complainant offered no proof tending to show that 
the fifth-class rate to Williamson and points similarly 
situated is unreasonable except the fact that lower rates 
are made to more distant destinations, Competitive 
conditions were proven to exist at Roanoke and points 
east thereof which do not exist at Williamson, and it is 
well settled that competitive conditions may justify a 
lower rate to longer distance points than to noncompeti- 
tive shorter distance points. On this meager record we 
do not feel warranted in finding that the fifth-class rate 
to Williamson is unreasonable, and therefore the com- 
plaint will be dismissed, but this disposition of the case 
is not to be deemed an approval of the higher rates to 
points west of Roanoke and will not preclude the Com- 
mission in any future proceeding. 

An order will be entered accordingly.

1. While the action of the Commission in one case touching 
the reasonableness of a rule or regulation affecting rates 
ought ordinarily to afford a guide for its action in another 
case involving the same rule or regulation, even though 
between other litigants, nevertheless the question of 
reasonableness is always one of fact, and each case must 
stand upon its own record. The ruling on a question of 
reasonableness in a previous case is not necessarily of 
controlling authority in the disposition of a subsequent 
— — other parties, where different facts are 
nvolved. 


On the record here, Held, That the minimum carload weights 
required in the hay traffic under the publighed tariffs of the 
defendants ought not to be disturbed, except as to certain 
equipment of old style and small size, mentioned in the 
report.

Report of the Commission, 
HARLAN, Commissioner: 

The Kansas City Hay Dealers’ association, composed 
of all the wholesale and a few of the retail hay mer- 
chants of Kansas City, Mo., and its immediate vicinity, 
has brought this complaint on behalf of its members 
against the carriers participating in the transportation 
of hay in carloads into and out of Kansas City from 
producing points in the states of Missouri, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Colorado, California and Arkansas, alleging that 
the minimum carload weights prescribed in the published 
tariffs of the’ defendants are based entirely on the 
length of the cars used by them in this traffic without 





bh 
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regard to their width and height, which vary in different 
cars of the same length to such an extent as to be ga 
factor materially affecting their loading capacity. The 
result is, as alleged, that although the minimum weight 
prescribed in the published tariffs for a car of given 
length can be loaded into cars of that length having the 
proper width and height, it cannot be loaded into cars 
of the same length that are deficient in those) particulars, 
When hay arrives in cars that are not of the requisite 
width and length the complainants’ members, as is al. 
leged, are required to pay freight on a greater weight— 
sometimes as much as 2,000 pounds—than they actually 
receive. To this they object, and in order that such 
charges may be avoided in the future they ask for y 
readjustment of the prescribed carload weights, suggest- 
ing that a reasonable minimum for cars of 34 feet and 
less in length would be 15,000 pounds, and for cars over 
34 feet in length 20,000 pounds; and they pray for the 
entry of an order by the Commission requiring the de. 
fendants to establish carload weights for the future op 
that basis. 

The petition also prays for reparation on all cars 
of hay that have moved inte Kansas City within the 
period of limitation prescribed by law, in which mem. 
bers of the complainant association were not able actu- 
ally to load the prescribed minimum weights. Shortly 
before the argument of the case, however, the complain- 
ant asked and obtained leave to amend its petition in 


that respect, and thereupon on behalf of its members al] 


claims for reparation were withdrawn. There is left for 
consideration, therefore, only the question whether the 
present minimum carload weights applicable on cars of 
the several lengths specified in the published tariffs of 
the defendants are reasonable, and if not, what minimum 
weights should be substituted in their place to govern 
future shipments. 

With few exceptions the minimum weights shown in 
the defendant’s tariffs as applicable on cars of the va- 
rious lengths in use by them in the movement of hay 
into and out of Kansas City from the producing territory 
mentioned in the complaint are as follows: a

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The record does not indicate that there is or has 
been any substantial movement of hay in this territory 
in “cars 30 feet and undér in length” or in “cars over 
30 feet to and including 32 feet in length,” or that the 
defendants have much equipment of those lengths in 
actual use. The bulk of the movement during the period 
involved in the controversy was in “cars over 32 feet 
to and including 34 feet in length.” The balance of the 
movement was confined substantially to “cars 36 feet to 
and including 36 feet 6 inches” in length. While some 
hay did move in cars of larger size, and the tendency 
is toward larger equipment on theslines of the defend 
ants, the record shows that such shipments were of 
small volume. We shall therefore confine our attention 
to the movement in cars of 34 feet and 36 feet in 
length, 

The so-called 34-foot cars of the defendants vary in 
length from 32 feet 11 inches to 34 feet; in width from 
7 feet 8 inches to 8 feet 10 inches; and in height from 
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6 feet 1 inch to 8 feet. These measurements, as well 
as all others here mentioned, are inside measurements. 
The 36-100t cars range from 36 feet to 36 feet 6 inches 
in length; from 8 feet 3 inches to 8 feet 6 inches in 
width; and from 6 feet 9 inches to 8 feet in height. 
Between the 34-foot and the 36-foot cars is a car de 
scribed in the tariffs of the defendants as “cars over 34 
to but not including 36 feet” in length; but very few 
cars of that length seem to have been used by the de 
fendants in the hay traffic at this time. The bulk of 
the movement, as heretofore stated, was in the 34-foot 
and 36-foot cars, which, under the published tariffs of 
the defendants, take minimum carload weights of 19,000 
and 22,000 pounds, respectively. In place of these 
weights, and, in fact, in place of the whole schedule of 
minimum carload weights as they appear in the tariffs 
of the defendants, the complainant insists, as heretofore 
stated, upon the substitution by the defendants of a rule 
providing a carload minimum of 15,000 pounds for cars 
of 34 feet and under in length, and of 20,000 pounds for 
cars of over 34 feet in length. The question before us 
then is whether the present minimum weights of 19,000 
pounds and 22,000 pounds, applicable respectively on 324- 
foot and 36-foot cars, are unreasonable as alleged, and 
whether the record justifies the substitution in their 
place of the carload weights insisted upon by the com- 
plainant. 

The complainant’s contention seems to be based 
more upon the ruling of the Commission in Wiemer et 
al. vs. C. & N. W. Ry. Co. et al., 12 I. C. C. Rep., 462, 
than upon any showing made in this proceeding. It 
may be well, therefore, at this point to have some under- 
standing of that case in order to ascertain to what ex- 
tent it should control in the disposition of this proceed- 
ing. 

The complaint'in the Wiemer case involved the rea- 
sonableness of the minimum carload weights on hay 
shipped from Ledyard, Iowa, to Minneapolis. The 
weights in effect at that time between those points 
were exactly the same as the weights now in effect on 
the lines of these defendants, except that there the 
minimum weight on 36-foot cars also applied to cars 
over 36 feet in length, while the tariffs here provide a 
minimum of 24,000 pounds for “cars over 36 feet 6 inches 
to and including 42 feet in length,’ and a minimum of 
30,000 pounds for “cars over 42 feet in length.” It will 
be observed, however, from a reading of the opinion 
that while the minimum weights complained of were 
in effect on shipments from Ledyard to Minneapolis, the 
same tariffs also provided, on shipments from Ledyard 
to Pekin, Ill., a minimum of 15,000 pounds for cars 34 
feet in length and under, and a minimum of 20,000 
pounds for cars over 34 feet in length. These weights 
were also provided in the same tariffs on shipments of 
hay from Ledyard to Chicago. There was, therefore, a 
discrimination between the minimum weights required 
on shipments to Minneapolis and the weights required 
on shipments from the same point of origin to Pekin 
and Chicago. The order of the Commission rectified this 
discrimination by giving to shippers to Minneapolis the 
benefit of the same minimum weights that the defendants 
accorded to shippers of hay to Pekin and to Chicago. 
While it is not expressly so stated, a careful reading 
of the opinion will nevertheless show that it was our 
understanding then, as it is now, that the essential fea- 
tures in the case were the discrimination referred to and 
the fact that most of the equipment then in use in the 
hay traffic on those lines was small, some of it being 
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even under 30 feet in fength. Upon those two facts the 
conclusions reached were actually based, and the case 
must be so understood. 

No such conditions exist in this proceeding. Never- 
theless the compiainant, apparently relying on the mini- 
mum weights established in that case as necessarily con- 
trolling our action on this complaint, prays for an order 
requiring the defendants to cancel all the minimum 
weights as at present established in their published 
tariffs, and to substitute therefor the minimum weights 
that we required the defendants to establish in thé 
Wiemeg case. 2 

While uniformity in such matters is highly desirable, 
and while the conclusion reached by the Commission in 
one case touching the reasonableness of a rule or regu: 
lation affecting rates ought ordinarily to afford a guide 
for our action in another case in which the same rule 
or regulation is involved, it must nevertheless not be 
forgotten that reasonableness is ordinarily a question of 
fact which must be decided in any proceeding upon the 
record made in that proceeding and upon such independ- 
ent investigation in connection with it as the Commis- 
sion on its own behalf may make. We cannot agree 
that conclusions of fact arrived at in one case between 
one set of litigants must be accepted by the Commission 
as constituting a precedent necessarily to be followed 
as of binding authority in a subsequent proceeding be- 
tween another group of litigants without regard to the 
record in the subsequent case and the facts that it may 
establish. Where questions of fact are at issue each 
complaint must stand on the facts disclosed on its own 
record and upon such information as the Commission 
may have or may acquire outside the record. 

The need of a clear understanding of this rule of 
decision in proceedings involving controverted questions 
of fact, in distinction from questions of law, is well 
illustrated here by the complainant’s confident reliance 
upon our order in the Wiemer case, as a necessary basis 
for a similar order in this case, against different defend- 
ants operating in another territory. Such an order as 
was entered in that case would not be justifiable in this 
case even upon the testimony of the complainant’s own 
witnesses. The record does not disclose with exactness 
the total volume of the hay traffic into and out of Kan- 
sas City during the period involved in the complaint. 
It does appear, however, that from 65 to 70 per cent of 
the hay cars coming into Kansas City, consigned to the 
complainant's members, were loaded to or in excess of 
the minimum weights required in the published tariffs 
of the defendants, a fact strongly suggesting the prob- 
ability that all the cars with more care in loading could 
have carried the required weights. It was also conceded 
that 90 per cent of the cars outbound from Kansas City 
were loadéd to the required minimum weights or in ex- 
cess. This is explained by the statement that the hay 
merchants of Kansas City, having on hand bales of dif- 
ferent sizes, are able to use small bales to fill any re- 
maining space not large enough for larger bales, an 
advantage not enjoyed by the farmers when loading cars 
for movement into Kansas City. The loading of the out- 
bound movement is therefore practically free from criti- 
cism. As to the inbound hay movement, the record 
clearly establishes the fact that only 30 or 35 per cent 
of the inbound cars, consigned to the complainant’s 
members during the period in question, contained less 
hay than the minimum weights provided in the tariffs. 
In support of the order for reparation prayed for in the 
petition, but subsequently abandoned as heretofore ex- 
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plained, the complainant offered in evidence original ex- 
pense bills covering 2,000 cars or more upon which mem- 
bers of the complainant association had been compelled 
to pay freight on the basis of the published minimum 
carload weights, although they were not actually loaded 
to the minimum weights provided in the tariffs. A very 
careful analysis of these papers has been made by the 
Commission, and the result shows that of these cars 
1,314 were 34-foot cars and 658 were 36-foot cars. Of 
the 34-foot cars, 15 arrived at Kansas City with an aver- 
age load of only 11,800 pounds, obvious cases of under- 
loading, doubtless due to the fact that the consignors 
did not have more hay to load in, but had enough to 
make it more economical to ship at the carload rate 
than at a less-than-carload rate. Discarding these 15 
cars there remain, according to the complainant’s own 
proofs, 1,299 of the socalled 34-foot cars, upon which 
the complainant demands for the future a minimum 
carload weight of 15,000 pounds, that actually contained 
loads weighing on the average 17,505 pounds, or 2,505 
pounds per car more than the minimum carload weight 
now demanded by the complainant. Discarding as obvi- 
ously underloaded 4 of the so-called 36-foot cars con- 
taining loads averaging only 11,540 pounds, for which 
cars the complainant demands on future shipments a 
minimum carload weight of 20,000 pounds, there remain 
654 cars, the actual loading of which averaged 20,358 
pounds, or 358 pounds per car in excess of the minimum 
weight which the complainant demands for the future 
on cars of that length. 

The difficulty in the loading of hay is that there is 
no bale of recognized standard either with respect to 
size or weight. The ordinary hay press has a compress 
chamber 14 by 18 inches and produces a bale of hay. 
from 32 to 45 inches in length. But in actual practice 
these dimensions are not observed. The result is a 
notable lack of uniformity in size. Then, too, a process 
of expansion takes place after the bale comes from the 
press that enlarges its dimensions very materially, ac- 
cording to the character and condition of the hay and 
the pressure to which it has been ‘subjected. There is 
also a lack of uniformity in the density or weight of the 
bales. In National Hay association vs. L. S. & M. S. 
Ry. Co., 9 I. C. C; Rep., 272 (1902), bales of hay are 
referred to as weighing on the average from 80 to 90 
pounds. In Wiemer vs. C. & N. W. Ry. Co., 12 I. C. C. 
Rep., 462 (1907), to which reference has been made, 
it is said that the average weight is from 75 to 80 
pounds. In this case (1908) the average seems to be 
about 65 pounds. The explanation suggested by the de- 
fendants of this diminishing weight of the hale was that 
hay is bought by the pound and sold to the small con- 
sumers by the bale, and that the tendency toward bales 
of less density and consequently of less weight is simply 
a fraud upon the consumers. While this may be the 
explanation, we cannot say that the proof sustains the 
charge or shows the actual existence of so reprehensible 
a practice. It does appear, however, that the bales of 
this producing territory for some reason weigh mate- 
rially less than the ordinary bale of commerce, as we 
understand it. The size of the bale remaining the same, 
it is manifest that any diminution in its density will 
pro tanto affect the weight of hay that can be loaded 
into a car of given dimensions. The minimum carload 
weights of the defendants were established with refer- 
ence to bales of the customary size and weight, and the 
minimum weights, together with the rate per 100 pounds, 
were fixed so as to give the carriers certain earnings 
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per car on that traffic. Any reduction in the minimum 
weights without an increase in the rate per 100 pounds 
would therefore reduce the earnings per car of the car. 
rier and thus work a reduction in the rate itself. Suej 
a change in the minimum weights cannot be made with. 
out having that effect upon the rate, for the carloag 
minimum is a necessary element in any statement of a 
carload rate. The complainant makes no direct attack 
on the hay rate itself and, in view of the conceded fagt 
that the rate is low and the hay traffic is not a desirable 
one to carriers as compared with other and more profit. 
able uses that may be made of their equipment, we are 
not inclined to permit the complainant to work out a 
reduction in rates through a reduction in the required 
minimum carload weights. While we have heretofore 
said and now repeat that no minimum weight should 
ordinarily be established for a car of given dimensions 
which a shipper cannot in common practice load into the 
car, we do not think the record in this proceeding brings 
the case within that category. 

Without going into further details, it will suffice to 
say that we are not inclined to order any change in the 
minimum weights established by the defendants for 
the hay traffic in this territory, except with respect to 
the so-called 34-foot and 36-foot cars having a height of ¢ 
feet 9 inches and less. Our understanding is that of 
the several defendants the Missouri Pacific alone now has 
any such equipment, although all the defendants doubt. 
less occasionally use foreign cars of those dimensions 
for the movement of hay. For a 34-foot car of such 
height or less we think a minimum weight of 17,500 
pounds is all that should be required in the hay traffic; 
for a so-called 36-foot car of that or a less height the 
minimum weight ought not to exceed 20,000 pounds. We 
shall enter no order at this time, but shall expect such 
of the defendants as have or use cars of these dimen: 
sions at once to make such corrections in their tariffs 
as may be necessary to comply with these conclusions. 

The brief of the defendant, the Missouri Pacific 
railway company, was filed after the completion of the 
oral argument and about two months after it ought to 
have been filed in accordance with the order under which 
the parties to the proceeding were permitted to file 
‘printed arguments. It was received by the docket clerk 
without knowledge of this fact. As that defendant made 
no request for an extension of time for filing its brief 
and paid no attention to the requirements of the Con- 
mission’s order in the premises, its brief will be stricken 
from the files.

Report of the Commission. 
COCKRELL, Commissioner: : 





The complaint in this case sets forth the following 
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facts: That the Kaye & Carter Lumber company of Min- 
neapolis, Minn., during the months of November and 


December, 1906, and January, 1907, shipped 4 cars of 


jumber from Hines, Minn.—1 to Inwood, Iowa, at a rate 
of 23 cents per 100 pounds, 1 to Parkston, S. D., at a 
rate of 28 cents per 100 pounds, 1 to Charles City, Iowa, 
at a rate of 20 cents per 100 pounds, and 1 to Chilli- 
cothe, Mo., at a rate of 26 cents per 100 pounds; that 
the total charges on said shipments amounted to $382.18; 
that at the time these shipments moved there were 
through rates in effect between the points named under 
the defendant’s tariff G. F. D. 34185, IL. C. C. No. A-1635, 
but such tariff did not make an allowance for car stakes 
of 500 pounds in weight when forest products were 
shipped in flat or gondola cars between the points men- 
tioned; that at the time the shipments moved the rates 
charged were unreasonable and excessive, in so far as 
they did not make allowance for car stakes; that there- 
after within six months from the time the first of said 
shipments moved, to wit, effective February 28, 1907, the 
defendant by supplement 51 to said tariff made such al- 
fuwance for car stakes on similar shipments between the 
points named; and that the just and reasonable charges 
for said transportation should have been $377.33, instead 
of $382.15. 

The prayer is that the defendant be ordered to make 
reparation to the complainant of the unreasonable and 
excessive amount collected by it, $4.85. 

The defendant in its answer admitted the facts al- 
leged in the complaint and conceded further that while 
in the absence of modifying conditions the rates charged 
were just and reasonable, nevertheless the application 
of these rates without the allowance of 500 pounds for 
staking was in fact the charging of unreasonable and 
excessive rates, ji 

There are stipulations entered of record in this case 
that the case may be determined upon the pleadings; 
that the shipments actually moved in open flat cars, the 
lumber in said cars exceeding the minimum carload 
weight stipulated in the defendant's tariffs in force at 
the time of movement by 500 pounds or more; and that 
the cars were staked at the complainant’s expense. 

In view of the general practice of the carriers of 
allowing for the weight of car stakes, and the particu- 
lar facts of this case, our conclusions are that the rates 
charged the complainant on the shipments in question 
were unreasonable in and to the extent that an allow- 
ance of 500 pounds per car was not made for staking; 
and that the complainant is entitled to reparation for 
the excessive charges assessed against it by reason of 
oe failure to allow for the weight of the stakes, or

Report of the Commission. 
COCKRELL, Commissioner: 

The complaint in this case was filed April 25, 1908, 
by the Cedar Hill Coal & Coke company, and alleges that 
the complainant is a corporation, organized under the 
laws of the state of Colorado, engaged in mining and 
shipping coal; that the defendant is a common carrier 
subject to the act; that the defendant had, at the time 
hereafter mentioned, a through route and joint rate on 
lump coal in carload lots between Rugby, Colo., and 
Carmen, Okla., of $4.15 per ton, certain other carriers 
concurring therein; that on the 11th day of February, 
1907, complainant delivered to the defendant at Rugby 
a carload of lump coal for transportation to Carmen; 
that no routing instructions were given on the bill of 
lading and, therefore, it should have been forwarded by 
the defendant over its own lines to Pueblo, in care of 
the Missouri Pacific railway company to Wichita, in 
care of the Kansas City, Mexico & Orient railway to 
destination, the through route described in Colorado & 
Southern Railway tariff I. C. C. No. 635; that the car 
arrived at destination over the lines of the St. Louis & 
San Francisco railroad and freight charges were collected 
thereon at the rate of $6.45 per ton on 66,000 pounds, or 
$212.85; that the consignee refused to accept said car 
because of overcharge in freight and shortage in weight, 
the coal therein weighing only 59,500 pounds, and there- 
upon demurrage to the amount of $9 accrued and was 
paid by the complainant, together with the $212.85 freight 
charges; that the charges demanded and received by 
the defendant were unjust and unreasonable in so far 
as they exceeded the just and reasonable charge con- 
tained in the defendant’s tariff of $4.15 per ton, which 
rate would have applied on 59,500 pounds of coal had 
the said car been properly forwarded by the defendant. 

The complainant prayed for reparation in the sum 
of $98.38, made up of the demurrage charge of $9 plus 
the difference between the amount actually collected on 
66,000 pounds of coal at $6.45 per ton, $212.85, and the 
amount that it is alleged should have been charged 
on 59,500 pounds at $4.15 per ton, $123.47, or an over- 
charge of $89.38. 
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The defendant in its answer admitted most of the 
allegations of the complaint, but said: that while it was 
true no routing instructions were given in the bill of 
lading the complainant did instruct by telephone that 
the car be forwarded via the Frisco; which was the 
home line of the car in question. The defendant averred 
that the demurrage charge of $9 was legally due and 
chargeable. 

The facts proved are: St. L. & S. F. stock car 49105 
was loaded at Cedarhurst, Colo., where the complainant’s 
mines are. located, February 9, 1907, and delivered to the 
defendant at Rugby, Colo., with a bill of lading, made 
out by complainant, destined to Carmen, Okla., marked 
weight 66,000. This bill of lading was without routing 
instructions. The defendant’s agent at Rugby testified 
that by telephone someone, to him unknown, instructed 
that the car be forwarded via the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco railroad, and that with his own hand he marked 
the bill of lading “Fone: via Frisco.” The weight was 
conceded to be 59,500 pounds. No evidence was submit- 
ted with respect to the capacity of the car, but the same 
is rated in the Railway Equipment Guide as_ 60,000 
pounds; the weights marked and conceded -as carried by 
the car confirm this. 

This is a clear case of misrouting and unreasonable 
charges, for which the defendant is responsible and 
should make reparation. In view of the defendant’s own 
tariff making provision for the through route and joint 
rate, only the most positive instructions from someone 
known to the defendant’s agent to be authorized to direct 
a different route should have been accepted. 

The testimony is not clear, but it would seem that 
the misunderstanding on the part of the defendant’s 
agent arose by reason of the ownership of the car by 
the Frisco road, and he confused ownership with routing 
instructions without the specific authority of the shipper. 

As we have heretofore held in Tariff Circular Ne. 
15-A, rule 70, in the absence of specific through routing 
by shipper, it is the duty of the agent of the carrier 
to route shipment via the cheapest reasonable route 
known to him, and by which he has rates which he can 
lawfully use. In this case the through route and joint 
rate was published by his own company, and the agent 
had no right to accept routing instructions from an un- 
known person, whether over the telephone or otherwise, 
via a more expensive route. 

The tariff cited by the complainant as fixing the 
route and the rate has this provision: “In cars of 60,000 
pounds capacity and under, the minimum weight shall 
be the marked capacity of the car;” and it follows, 


_ therefore, under the evidence before us, that the rate of 


$4.15 per ton of 2,000 pounds must, by that tariff, be 
assessed upon the minimum weight and marked capacity 
of the car without regard to the actual weight of 59,500 
pounds. Under the tariff the charge should have been 
$124.50, not $123.47, and this makes the actual over- 
charge $88.35, not $89.38, as set forth by complainant. 

Upon all the facts in the case our conclusions are 
that, due to the misrouting of its shipment by the defend- 
ant, the complainant is entitled to reparation for the 
amount of the overcharge, $88.35, with interest at the 
rate of 6 per cent per annum from the 25th day of April, 
1908. 

The demurrage charge of $9 was properly assessed 
and collected by the delivering carrier, which is not a 
party to this proceeding, and therefore no order is nec: 
essary with respect thereto. 





An order in accordance with these conclusions wR 
be issued.

Report of the Commission. 

COCKRELL, Commissioner: 

The complaint in this case sets forth that Edward 
A, Meyer, doing business under the name of the Green 
Bay Soap company, is a manufacturer of soaps, a melter 
of tallow and dealer in hides, doing business at Green 
Bay, Wis.; that the defendants exact for the transporte 
tion of raw tallow, put up in barrels or other packages 
having cloth tops, rates which are excessive, unreason- 
able and unjust; and that, as between raw tallow and 
rendered tallow the lower value of the raw article should 
entitle it to the lower rate, yet notwithstanding this the 
defendants exact greater charges on the raw _ article, 
thereby subjecting the commodity and those interested 
in shipments thereof to undue prejudice and disadval- 
tage. The prayers are that the defendants be ordered 
to cease and desist from violating the act; that reasor 
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able and just rates be established on raw tallow in bar- 
rels and packages having cloth tops; and for general re- 
lief. 

The answers of the defendants may be summarized 
as setting forth that the complaint is really directed 
against the classification of the commodity. Under West- 
ern Classification tallow in barrels or other packages 
with cloth covers is classified at third class, but if in 
parrels or casks with wooden covers at fourth class. 
The defendants alleged that there is ample justification 
for this difference in classification. 

The testimony establishes that the rates on tallow, 
raw or rendered, are the same, and are based solely on 
the method of closure adopted for the packages. Raw 
tallow in transit to the complainant is usually shipped 
in barrels having cloth tops only; rendered tallow, out- 
ward bound from the factory, generally is carefully 
coopered; the difference in rates is not based upon the 
difference in values of the articles, but upon other con- 
siderations. The complainant knows that if the barrels 
shipped to him are closed with wooden tops the rates 
charged him will be fourth class only. His real trouble 
is to get the butchers who ship to him to take the pains 
to put wooden. tops on the barrels. The defendants jus 
tify the higher classification of the raw and cheaper ar- 
ticle covered with cloth tops upon the ground that the 
cloth tops necessitate placing the packages in one posi- 
tion only, thereby imposing extra work upon the carrier, 
and give an additional and very strong reason for their 
preference in closures by showing the disgusting charac- 
ter of raw tallow and the risk of damage to other traffic 
when it is placed in barrels having only cloth tops, the 
burlap or other fabric, being liable to give way in case 
the barrel is overturned. 

The complainant has not shown any unreasonable. 
ness in the regulations of the carriers, nor has he sus- 
tained his allegations of undue prejudice to the commod- 
ity or the shippers thereof. The remedy is in the ship- 
per’s hands. Let him place the tallow in barrels or 
casks with wooden heads and get the lower rates pro- 
vided for in the classification and tariffs, . 

It follows that this case must be dismissed, and an 
order in accordance herewith will be issued.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSION. 
COCKRELL, Commissioner: 

The complaint in this case was filed May 29, 1908, 
and alleges: That the complainants are farmers and 
shippers of grain between the city of Peru, in the state 
of Illinois, and the city of New York, in the state of New 
York; that the defendant is a common carrier subject to 
the act; that the farm of the complainants adjoins the 
said city of Peru on the western side thereof; that the 
complainants had made application in Writing to the de- 
fendant “to construct, maintain, and operate upon reason- 
able terms a switch connection” upon the farm; that the 
location selected for such switch is desirable for traffic, 
reasonably practicable, can be put in with safety, and 
that when established the complainants will be able to 
furnish sufficient business to justify the construction and 
maintenance of the same, and that the common carrier 
defendant had failed to install and operate such switch 
aforesaid on the application in writing theretofore made 
by the complainants. 

The answer of the defendant admits the application 
for a switch to be located upon the farm of the complain- 
ants and alleges “that the proposed connection is not 
reasonably practicable, nor could it be put in with safety, 
nor would it furnish business to justify the construction 
and maintenance of the same;” that there are ample 
facilities for all shipments of grain or other produce 
which the complainants may desire to ship within the 
station limits at the city of Peru, and that the demand 
made by the complainants for the construction of a 
switch connection distant from the station or station 
limits of the city of Peru and out and upon the farm of 
the complainants is unreasonable arid would be attended 
with much additional risk in the operation of the line of 
the defendants and an unnecessary amount of expense 
without adequate return in the way of interstate ship- 
ments to compensate the defendant for such risk and 
expense. 

The facts proven at the hearing are: The complain- 
ants operate a large farm of about 800 acres immediately 
adjoining the city limits of Peru, Ill.; the yearly yield ° 
of their lands is 12,000 bushels of corn and some oats, 
hay, and straw; the defendant’s rails pass through said 
farm for about 1 mile, and approximately parallel thereto 
the rails of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific railway 
company also traverse complainants’ land; the location 
requested for the switch is upon a grade between two 
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curves of the defendant’s line about one mile and a fifth 
from the station at Peru; the complainants have never 
shipped their produce via the defendant’s,line, but have 
heretofore used the facilities offered by the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific at Peru; there are facilities for shipping 
grain not only on the team tracks of the defendant and 
the Rock Island at Peru, but at other stations and sidings 
within a radius of 5 miles of the complainants’ farm, 
there is no public road nearer the proposed switch than 
one-half mile and the approach thereto would be over a 
private road on complainants’ land; there was formerly 
a small elevator at Peru having trackage connections with 
both the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific and the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy roads, but this elevator is at present 
used as a mill and is not available to the complainants. 
The act imposes upon the Commission the duty, when 
complaint is made concerning switch connections, to “de- 
termine as to the safety and practicability thereof and 
justification and reasonable compensation therefor.” The 
testimony respecting the safety of the proposed switch 
track or siding is unconvincing and it would be a mere 
guess on the record in this case for the Commission to 
say that such switch or connection could safely be “in- 
stalled or operated.” That such proposed switch is “rea- 
sonably practicable” is fairly well shown by the testimony; 
for, while the road of the defendant is on a grade at that 
point and there are slight curves in either direction there- 
from, there are no serious engineering difficulties. There 
is grave doubt in our minds, however, whether “such con- 
nection will furn#sh sufficient business to justify the con- 
struction and maintenance of the same.” 

The testimony shows the shipment of from 10 to 12 
cars.per year by the complainants; there was an effort 
made to show an offer of nearly 20 cars for the present 
year, but that was afterwards explained as the crops of 
two years, last year’s and the present year’s; the com- 
plainants and their witnesses attempted to color the evi- 
dence to indicate that the farmers surrounding their place 
would ship from the proposed switch, but although the 
testimony was taken in the immediate neighborhood no 
one volunteered to say that he would ship from that 
switch. The location proposed is altogether upon the land 
of the complainants and about half a mile from the near- 
est public road; there is not even a suggestion that the 
right of way to and from the siding would be dedicated 
to the public in order to assure the defendant that other 
shippers might always have access to the tracks, but 
discontinuance of even the complainants’ business of farm- 
ing at no distant date is indicated on page 25 of the rec- 
ord, where Miss Rebecca McCormick said: 


The situation of our land is such that, such as manufac- 
turers—it is the only point for miles for manufacturers along 
there. * * * A mile through our farm, with facilities for 
manufacturers, such as cannot be found for miles, which we 
expect to open to business gradually. 


And on page 67 she said: 


It is our object to bring trade to that point, because we 
own the property. 


Much was made at the hearing of the hill that must 
be descended at Peru before the team tracks or the for- 
mer elevator could be reached. In view of the facts that 
the present line of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy has 
been in existence since 1888 and that this is the first 
complaint concerning the dangerous approach to its team 
tracks at Peru, or request for additional sidings in that 
neighborhood, we do not attach much importance to this 
phase of the case. The testimony shows that the farmers 
have other sidings, stations, and elevators in the vicinity 
from which to ship their grain. The team tracks of the 
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Chicago, Burlington & Quincy and the Chicago, Roc, 
Island & Pacific at Peru are about a mile from the com. 
plainants’ farm; the elevator at La Salle is about 1 mije 
farther; and the testimony indicates the use of other ele 
vators and grain dumps within a radius of 4 or 5 miles 
The Illinois River shuts off the possibility of grain cop. 
ing from farms to the south of the proposed location for 
the siding; there is no suggestion even of the erection gf 
an elevator or the commencement of a grain purchasing 
business by the complainants; and the forwarding eve 
of complainants’ grain via the road of the defendant jg 
shown to be somewhat optional with them by the answer 
of Miss Arabella McCormick, on page 151 of the recor, 

Question: Do you know how much of this would be 
tendered to the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Com. 
a McCormick: Yes, sir. 

Question: Per year? 

Miss McCormick: Yes, sir. 


Question: How much? 
Miss McCormick: All that we please. 


Our conclusion is that this case must be dismisse¢

Defendants’ rate applicable to 
this traffic exceeded the combination of locals by 40 cents 
per 100 pounds. Since the shipment in question defendants 
have reduced the rate from Newport to Globe so that it 
now equals the combination of locals; Held, That the 
through joint rate at the time of shipment was unjust 
unreasonable to the extent that it exceeded the combina- 
tion of locals. Reparation awarded.

Report of the Commission. 
CLEMENTS, Commissioner: 

On March 16, 1907, there was shipped over dé 
fendants” lines of railway from Newport, Ky., to Globe, 
Ariz., consigned to complainant, Gus Momsen & Co. 
earload of corrugated iron weighing 30,800 pounds. On 
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the above date a joint through rate of $2.08 per 100 
pounds for carload shipments, with minimum of 30,000 


‘ pounds, was in effect over the defendants’ lines, which, 


if applied on the shipment in question, would have 
aggregated $640.64. It appears, however, from the freight 
pill introduced in evidence that the amount actually paid 
by complainant was $644.33. The combination of locals 
over the lines of the defendant carriers amounted to 
$1.68 per 100 pounds on a 30,000-pound minimum. The 
charges, if applied on that basis, would have amounted 
to $517.44. 

The defendants concede that the joint through rate of 
$2.08 per 100 pounds, formerly in effect, was unreasonable 
and unjust, and since this shipment moved have made 
effective a through rate based on the sum of the locals 
of $1.68 per 100 pounds on a minimum carload of 36,000 
pounds. 

The complainant challenges the reasonableness of 
the charges exacted on this shipment and asks repara- 
tion in the sum of $126.89, 

The amount collected by the carriers was $3.69 in 
excess of the published tariff rate of $2.08 per 100 
pounds, which excess it is the duty of the carriers to 
refund to complainant without specific authority or order 
of the Commission. 

It will be noted that whereas the joint through rate 
of $2.08 per 100 pounds, in effect’at the time the ship 
ment moved and which was charged thereon, and also 
the combination of local rates via El Paso applied on a 
minimum of 30,000 pounds, the present joint through rate 
of $1.68, made effective November 18, 1907, applies in 
connection with a minimum of 36,000 pounds. We have 
no evidence before us to warrent the assumption that 
this increased minimum is excessive or unreasonable 
as applied to the transportation of corrugated iron (which 
is a very heavy commodity), between the points in ques- 
tion, and the Commission cannot condemn such increase 
in the minimum loading requirement upon the record 
in this case. The carriers do not concede the un- 
reasonableness of the same as they do the unreasonable- 
ness of the joint through rate in excess of the sum of 
the locals, The Commission has heretofore stated that 
notwithstanding the presumption of unreasonableness at- 
taching to a through rate in excess of the sum of the 
locals between the same points, which casts the burden 
upon the carriers to defend such higher through rate 
when the reasonableness of the same is challenged, so 
long as such rate remains in effect it must be applied 
on through shipments. While the combination of the 
loca] rates based on El Paso was at the time of this 
movement the same as the now existing joint through 
tate, this rate of $1.68 is not now and has never been 
applicable upon any lower minimum than 36,000 pounds 
on through traffic between Newport, Ky., and Globe, 
Ariz. As before stated, we cannot condemn the increase 
in the carload minimum from 30,000 to 36,000 pounds, 
made simultaneously with the publication of such rate 
to apply on through transportation, and we are limited 
in the making of an order of reparation to the amount 
representing the difference between the old rate charged 
and the new rate established and prescribed. The re- 
spective minimums published in connection with the 
rates are conditions inseparable from a consideration of 
the application of the charges as a whole. 

The Commission is of the opinion that the joint 
through rate of $2.08 per 100 pounds, as applied to the 
shipment of corrugated iron in carloads of 30,000 pounds, 
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from Newport, Ky., to Globe, Ariz., over defendants’ lines, 
is unreasonable and unjust and that the reasonable maxi- 
mum rate to be applied in the future on such traffic 
should not exceed $1.68 per 100 pounds, on a carload 
minimum of 36,000 pounds. 

Reparation is awarded to complainant in the sum 
of $35.84, with interest thereon at the rate of 6 per 
cent per annum from the date of payment of the freight 
charges, to wit, May 5, 1907, this being the difference 
between the charges at the rate of $2.08 per 100 pounds, 
on 30,800 pounds, and the charges properly assessable 
under the rate of $1.68 per 100 pounds on a: carload 
minimum of 36,000 pounds, hereby prescribed. 

An order will be issued accordingly.

Report of the Commission. 
COCKRELL, Commissioner: 

The complainant, who resides at Ida Grove, Iowa, is 
a shipper of cattle from Strathmore, Alberta province, 
Canada. From Strathmore to Chicago the route is over 
the Canadian Pacific railway from Strathmore to Portal, 
N. D., thence via the Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. 
Marie railway to Minnesota Transfer, and thence by way 
cf the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway to Chicago, 
Ill, 

The complaint, as amended, is in substance that on 

2 carloads of cattle, the cars measuring 36 feet in 
length, the delivering carrier exacted the full tariff rates 
from Portal, N. D., to Chicago, Ill, assessed upon mini- 
mum carload weights of 24,000 pounds per car, without 
regard to the actual weight of the cattle in the cars; 
that such minimum carload weight of 24,000 pounds was 
unjust, unreasonable and subjected the traffic to undue 
prejudice; and that said excessive minimum was only 
applicable to certain shipping points and thereby unduly 
discriminated against said points. The prayers asked 
for reparation for the amounts paid on said shipments 
of eattle in excess of the actual weights, or in excess 
of a minimum weight of 22,000 pounds per car, and for 
general relief. 

It is conceded upon the record that the cars actually 
moved as described; that the rates were assessed and 
collected from Portal to Chicago upon a minimum weight 
for each carload of 24,000 pounds; and that none of the 
ears was over 36 feet 6 inches in length. The tariff 
under which the shipments moved is Minneapolis, St. 
Paul & Sault Ste, Marie railway company G. F. D. No. 
5532, I. C, C. 1552, effective August 15, 1905, to which the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway company is a 
party. This tariff provides the following minimum 
weights on cattle: 


Except from Velva to Portal, N. D.: 

Cars over 33 feet 9 inches, to and including 36 feet 6 inches, 
22,000 pounds. 

The minimum weights on cattle from Velva to Portal, N. D 
inclusive, will be as follows: 

Cars over 33 feet 9 inches, to and including 40 feet in length, 
inside measurement, 24,600 pounds. 


The section of the Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault 
Ste. Marie road from Velva to Portal, N. D., is about 
103 miles long and runs* approximately northwest and 
southeast. The evidence before us establishes the fact 
that for many years the carriers serving that portion of 
the country have required higher minimum weights on 
cattle in carloads west of a line drawn from Mandan, on 
the Northern Pacific, to Velva, on the Sault Ste. Marie, 
and thence through Denbigh, on the Great Northern, to 
the Canadian border, than they require east of said line. 
The tariffs, other than the one already quoted, which 
show this are as follows: 

Great Northern tariff, I. C. C. No. A-1659, shows the 
minimum on cattle, eastbound, from Denbigh, N. D., and 
stations west thereof to Chicago and other points, effect- 
ive August 21, 1905, and still in force: 


Cars over 33 feet 9 inches, to and including 40 feet in length, 
24,000 pounds; 


and to and from all other stations, including westbound 
shipments to Denbigh, N. D., and stations west thereof: 


Cars over 35 feet 9 inches, but not exceeding 36 feet 6 
inches, in length, 22,000 pounds.

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Cars over 36 feet 6 inches, but not exceeding 40 f 
length, 24,000 pounds. . ber 


The tariffs of the Northern Pacific railway company — 


from January 1, 1904, down to date, show minimum cay. 
load weights “on cattle from or to stations east of and 
including Mandan: 


In cars not exceeding 36 feet 6 inches in length, inside 
measurement, 22,000 pounds. 

In cars over 36 feet 6 inches in length, but not exceeding 
40 feet in length, inside measurement, 24,000 pounds; 


and from or to stations west of Mandan: 


_ Cars over 33 feet 9 inches, to and including 40 feet in length 
inside measurement, 24,000 pounds. . 


From Velva to Portal on the Sault Ste. Marie, on 
shipments to Chicago, the minimum weight of cattle in 
cars over 33 feet 9 inches in length, to and including 
40 feet in length, inside measurement, is 24,000 pounds, 
To the same destination the minimum weight on cattle 
in cars over 33 feet 9 inches, to and including 36 feet 
6 inches in length, is 22,000 pounds when from points 
other than those between Velva and Portal. On the 
Great Northern railway the minimum weight on east. 
bound shipments from stations west of and including 
Denbigh, on cattle in cars over 33 feet 9 inches, to and 
including 40 feet in length, is 24,000 pounds, while to 
and from all other stations, including westbound ship 
ments to Denbigh, N. D., and stations west thereof, the 
minimum weight of cattle in cars over 33 feet 9 inches, 
but not exceeding 36 feet 6 inches, is 22,000 pounds 
The Northern Pacific prescribes the minimum on ship 
ments of cattle, etc., loaded in cars over 33 feet 9 
inches, to and including 40 feet in length, inside measure 
ment, from or to stations west of Mandan, 24,000 pounds, 
and in cars over 31 feet to but not in excess of 33 feet 
9 inches in length, inside measurement, 23,000 pounds, 
while from or to stations east of and including Mandan, 
in cars not exceeding 36 feet 6 inches, inside measure- 
ment, 22,000 pounds. 

These minimum carload weights have been in force 
for years and, excepting this case, no complaints have 
been made with respect to the discrimination between 
stations east and west of the line described. The reason 
suggested for the discrimination is that the bulk of cattle 
originating west of the line is fatted cattle and will 
load easily in excess of the minima required. No evi- 
dence was presented to show that these rates as prac- 
tically applied were unreasonable or unjust or dis- 
criminatory. . 

Our conclusions are that the facts in this case do 
not justify the relief prayed for by complainant, and 
this complaint should be dismissed.

Would Change Commerce Law 





Washington, D. C., December 18.—Several important 
amendments to the Hepburn railroad rate law have been 
proposed in bills introduced by Representative Townsend 
of Michigan. 

One of the bills gives to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission the power to prohibit an advance of rates 
jn cases in which shippers individually or collectively 
protest against the advance prior to the expiration of the 
legal thirty days’ notice. The bill places the burden on 
the carrier to show at subsequent hearings on the pro- 
posed rates that the increased rates are just and reason- 
able. 

Representative Townsend will also give the shipper 
the right and privilege of routing and prescribing the con- 
necting lines a shipment shall take. He would have the 
law decalre that in case the shipper designates no route, 
the lowest published rate between the points of origin and 
of destination should apply. Another amendment pro- 
vides that the carriers shall quote rates in writing upon 
application and give the rates upon bills of lading, and 
that the rates be reckoned thereon. In: the event that 
error is made in these rates it is provided that claims 
for recovery shall be made only through the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, 


St. Paul Coast Lines to be Merged 


Plans for the consolidation of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul railway’s four Pacific coast companies 
into one company for all of the lines west of the Mis- 
souri river are now being perfected. President A. J. 
Harling of the St, Paul says that it has been practically 
decided to call the new company the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& Puget Sound railway. It will be incorporated probably 
in Washington to take over the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul companies of Washington, Idaho, Montana and 
South Dakota shortly after the first of the year. 

The capitalization of the new company has not yet 
been decided, he said, but no new financing is contem- 
plated except that the present nominal capital stock oi 
the four companies will probably be increased to the 
amount expended in their construction, which was paid 
for out of an issue of $100,000,000 of stock by the parent 
company. 

Track laying is expected to be completed by March 
1 and through traffic begun by July 1.

Mr. Justice Holmes delivered the opinion of the 
court. 

These are appeals; on the one side, from an order 
of the Circuit court directing the appellants, Harriman 
and Kahn, to answer certain questions put during an 
investigation by the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and, on the other, from a denial of a like order as to 
two other questions, answers to which the Commission 
had required. 

In November, 1906, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, of its own motion, and not upon complaint, 
made an order reciting the authority and requirements 
of the act to regulate commerce (February 4, 1887, c. 
104, 24 Stat., 379), and proceeding as follows: “And 
whereas it appears to the Commission that consolida- 
tions and combinations of carriers subject to the act, 
and the relations now and heretofore existing between 
such carriers, including community of interests therein, 
and the practices and methods of such carriers affecting 
the movement of interstate commerce, the rates received 
and facilities furnished therefor should be made the sub- 
ject of investigation by the Commission to the end that 
it may be fully informed in respect thereof, and to the 
further end that it- may be ascertained whether such 
consolidations, combinations, relations, community of it- 
terests, practices or methods result in violations of said 
act or tend to defeat its purposes; it is ordered that 
a proceeding of investigation and inquiry into and con- 
cerning the matters above stated be, and the same is 
hereby, instituted.” A time and place was set for the 
first hearing, and the inquiry thus begun was continued 
for about two months, resulting in the report of July, 
1907, entitled “Consolidations and Combinations of Car- 
riers,” ete. 12 I, C. C. R., 277. 

In the course of the inquiry the appellant Harriman 
was called by the Commission and testified as a wit- 
ness. At the time of the transactions referred to he 
was a director and also the president and the chairman 
of the executive committee of the Union Pacific railroad 
company. The relations between the Union Pacific and 
other connecting roads, parallel or not, were under in- 
vestigation and are set forth in the Commission’s report. 
It is enough to say that the Union Pacific railroad com- 
pany is incorporated under the laws of Utah, and, as 
has been asserted and assumed, has power under the 
slate laws to purchase the stock of other railroads, a 
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power that it has exercised on a large scale. Among 
other things, it bought 103,401 shares of the preferred 
stock of the Chicago & Alton railway company. These 
shares had been deposited with bankers, Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., by their owners, under an agreement authorizing 
the bankers to sell them to any purchaser at such price 
and upon such terms as should be approved by Messrs. 
Stewart, Mitchell and the witness, Harriman. He was 
asked whether he owned any of the stock so deposited, 
and how much, if any. These questions, under the ad- 
vice of counsel, he declined to answer. 

Next he was asked with regard to stock of the Atch- 
ison, Topeka & Santa Fe railroad company, bought by 
the Oregon Short Line railroad company, another Utah 
corporation, the stock of which was owned by the Union 
Pacific, whether it was part of the stock that had been 
acquired previously by him and two others, and whether 
it or any part of it was owned by any of the three. 
After answering the first question, “I think not,’ he was 
stopped by his counsel and refused to answer further. 
Again, it appearing that the Union Pacific, in July, 1906, 
purchased 90,000 shares of Illinois Central railroad stock 
from Messrs. Rogers, Stillman and the witness, he was 
asked whether that stock was acquired by a pool of the 
three, whether it was acquired with a view of selling it 
to the Union Pacific, and whether it or any part of it 
was bought at a much lower price than $175 a share 
with the intent just mentioned. These questions the 
witness declined to answer. It appearing further that 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., who were the fiscal agents of the 
Union Pacific, had sold to it 105,000 shares of the Illinois 
Central stock on the same date, he was asked if he had 
any interest in these shares, and whether they were 
acquired by a pool for the purpose of selling them to the 
Union, Pacific.- These questions the witness declined to 
answer. Again, it appearing that the Union Pacific had 
purchased stock of the St. Joseph & Grand Island rail- 
road company from the witness since the last-mentioned 
date, he was asked when he acquired the stock and 
what he paid for it, and again declined to answer. 
Finally, after it had been shown that since July, 1906, 
the Union Pacific had bought a large amount of New 
York Central railroad stock, the witness was asked 
whether any of the directors of the Union Pacific were 
interested directly or indirectly in this stock at the time 
when it was sold. An answer to this question also was 
declined. All these refusals to answer were persisted 
in after a direction to answer from the Commission. The 
Circuit court ordered them to be answered and Harriman 
appealed. 

The petition of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
set forth two other questions which the witness refused 
to answer, and on which it asked the order of the Cir- 
cuit court. One was a general one, whether he was in- 
terested in any stocks bought between, the 19th of July 
and the 17th of August that appreciated, and another, 
more specific, was whether he or any director bought 
any Union and [or] Southern Pacific in anticipation of 
a certain dividend, the suggestion being that announce- 
mnent. of the dividend was delayed for the directors to 
profit by their secret knowledge and that they did so. 
With regard to these the petition was denied, and the 
Interstate Commerce Commission appealed. 

The appellant Kahn was a member of the firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. He also was asked whether any 
of the directors of the Union Pacific were the real own- 
ers of any of the shares of the Chicago & Alton railroad 





deposited, as has been stated, wita Kuhn, Loeb & Co, 
and sold to the Union Pacific. He was asked further jp 
various forms whether the before-mentioned 105,09 
shares of Illinois Central stock, or any part of them, 
really belonged to or were held for any of the directors 
ot the Union Pacific. And again, whether at the same 
time that he bought these shares he bought for Messrs, 
Harriman, Rogers and Stillman the stocks they sold 
the same time that he sold his. Finally he was asked 
whether the 105,000 shares, and the 90,000 shares turned 
in by Stillman, Rogers and Harriman, were all bought 
through his instrumentality for a pool of which they 
and he were members, that was operating in Illinois 
Central stocks for some months before July, 1906. ay 
these questions he was directed by the Commission 
answer, but refused. The Circuit Court ordered him fp 
answer, and he appealed. 

Many broad questions were discussed in the arg, 
ment before us, but we shall confine ouselves to com. 
paratively narrow ground. The contention of the Com. 
mission is that it may make any investigation that it 
deems proper, not merely to discover any facts Lending 
to defeat the purposes of the Act of February 4, 1887, 
but to aid it in recommending any additional legislation 
relating to the regulation of commerce that it may con. 
ceive to be within the power of Congress to enact; and 
that in such an investigation it has power, with the aij 
of the courts, to require any witness to answer any 
question that may have a bearing upon any part of 
what it has in mind. The contention necessarily takes 
this extreme form, because this was a general inquiry 
started by the Commission of its own motion, not a 
investigation upon complaint, or of some specific matter 
that might be made the object of a complaint. To ap- 
swer this claim it will be sufficient to construe the Act 
creating the Commission, upon which its powers depen. 

Before taking up the words of the statute the enor. 
mous scope of the power asserted for the Commission 
should be emphasized and dwelt upon. The legislation 
that the Commission may recommend embraces, accord 
ing to the arguments before us, anything and everything 
that may be conceived to be within the power of Con 
gress to regulate, if it relates to commerce with foreign 
nations or among the several states. And the result of 
the arguments is that whatever might influence the mind 
of the Commission in its recommendations is a subject 
upon which it may summon witnesses before it and 
require them to disclose any facts, no matter how pri- 
vate, no matter what their tendency to disgrace the per- 
son whose attendance has been compelled. If we qualify 
the statement and say only, legitimately influence the 
mind of the Commission in the opinion of the court 
called in aid, still it will be seen that the power, if i 
exists, is unparalleled in its vague extent. Its territorial 
sweep also should be noticed. By section 12 of the Act 
of 1887, the Commission has authority to require the at 
tendance of witnesses “from any place in the United 
States, at any designated place of hearing.” No such 
unlimited command over the liberty of all citizens ever 
was given, so far as we know, in constitutional times, 
to any commission or court, 

How far Congress could legislate on the subject mat 
ter of the questions put to the witnesses was one of 
the subjects of discussion, but we pass it by. Whether 
Congress itself has the unlimited power claimed by the 
Commission, we also leave on one side. It was intimated 
that there was a limit in Interstate Commerce Commis 
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sion vs. Brimson, 154 U. S., 447, 478, 479. Whether it 
could delegate the power, if it possesses it, we also leave 
yntouched, beyond remarking that so unqualified a dele- 
gation would present the constitutional difficulty in most 
acute form. It is enough for us to say that we find no 
attempt to make such a delegation anywhere in the Act 

Whatever may be the power of Congress, it did not 
attempt, in the Act of February 4, 1887, c. 104, 24 Stat., 
389, to do more than to regulate the interstate business 
of common carriers, and the primary purpose for which 
the Commission was established was to enforce the 
regulations which Congress had imposed. The earlier 
sections of the statute require that charges shall be rea- 
sonable, prohibit discrimination and pooling of freights, 
require the publication of rates, and so forth, in well- 
known provisions. Then, by section 11, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is created, and by section 12, as 
amended by later acts, the Commission has “authority 
io inquire into the management of the business of all 
common carriers subject to the provisions of this Act, 
and shall keep itself informed as to the manner ani 
method in which the same is conducted, and shall have 
the right. to obtain from such common carriers full and 
complete information necessary to enable the Commission 
to perform the duties and carry out the objects for 
which it was created; and the Commission is hereby 
authorized and required to execute and enforce the pro- 
visions of this Act.’ District attorneys to whom the 
Commission may apply are to institute and prosecute ail 
necessary proceedings for the enforcement of the Act 
and for the punishment of violations of it; and “for the 
purposes of this Act the Commission shall have power 
to require, by subpoena, the attendance and testimony 
of witnesses and the production of all books, papers, 
tariffs, contracts, agreements and documents relating to 
any matter under investigation.” Then comes the provi- 
sion to which we already have called attention, by which 
a witness could be summoned from Maine to Texas, and 
then follow clauses for enforcing obedience to the sub- 
pena by an order of court and for taking depositions, 
which do not need statement, 

The Commission, it will be seen, is given power to 
require the testimony of witnesses “for the purposes of 
this Act.” The argument for the Commission is that 
the purposes of the Act embrace all the duties that the 


“Act imposes and the powers that it gives the Commis- 


sion; that one of the purposes is that the Commission 
shall keep itself informed as to the manner and method 
in which the business of the carriers is conducted, as 
required by section 12; that another is that it shall 
recommend additional legislation under section 21, to 
which we shall refer again, and that for either of these 
general objects it may call on the courts to require 
anyone whom it may point out to attend and testify if 
he would avoid the penalties for contempt. 

We are of opinion, on the contrary, that the purposes 
of the Act for which the Commission may exact evidence 
embrace only complaints for violation of the Act, and 
investigations by the Commission upon matters that 


might have been made the object of complaint. As we 


already have implied the main purpose of the Act was 
t2 regulate the interstate business of carriers, and the 
secondary purpose, that for which the Commission was 
established, was to enforce the regulations enacted. 
These, in our opinion, are the purposes referred to; in 
other words, the power to require testimony is limited, 
as it usually is in English-speaking countries, at least,

to the only cases where the sacrifice of privacy is neces- 
sary—those where the investigations concern a specific 
breach of the law. 

That this is the true view appears, we think, suffi- 
ciently from the original form of section 14. That sec- 
tion made it the duty of the Commission, “whenever an 
investigation shall be made,” to make a report in writing, 
which was to “include the findings of fact upon which 
the conclusions of the Commission are based, together 
with its recommendation as to what reparation, if any, 
should be made by the common carrier to any party or 
parties who may de found to have been injured; and 
the findings so made shall thereafter, in all judicial 
proceedings, be deemed prima facie evidence as to each 
and every fact found.’ As this applied, in terms, to all 
investigations, it is plain that at that time there was no 
thought of allowing witnesses to be summoned except in 
connection with a complaint for contraventions of the 
Act, such as the Commission was directed to ‘“investi- 
gate” by section 13, or in connection with an. inquiry 
instituted by the Commission, authorized by the same 
section, “in the same manner and to the same effect as 
though complaint had been made.” Obviously such an 
inquiry is limited to maiters that might have been the 
cbject of a complaint. 

The plain limit to the authority to institute an in- 
quiry given by section 13, and the duty to make a report 
with findings of facts, etc., in the section next follow- 
ing, with hardly a word between, hang together, and 
show the purposes for which it was intended that wit- 
nesses should- be summoned. They quite exclude the in- 
ference of broader power from the general words in sec- 
tion 12, as to inquiring into the management of the 
business of common carriers, subject to the provisions 
of the Act, the Commission keeping itself informed, etc. 
They equally exclude such an inference from section 21, 
the other section on which most reliance is placed. 
That, as it now stands, requires an annual report, con- 
taining “such information and data collected by the Com- 
mission as may be considered of value in the determina- 
tion of questions connected with the regulation of com- 
merce, together with such recommendations as to addi- 
tional legislation relating thereto as the Commission may 
deem nécessary.” Act of March 2, 1889, c. 382, Sec. 8. 
25 Stat., 855, 862. 

It is true that in the latest amendment of section 
14, findings of fact are required only in case damages 
are awarded. Act of June 29, 1906, c. 3591, section 3. 
34 Stat., 584, 589. But there is no change sufficient to 
affect the meaning of the words in section 12, as already 
fixed. If by virtue of section 21 the power exists to 
summon witnesses for the purpose of recommending 
legislation, we hardly see why, under the same section, 
it should not extend to summoning them for the still 
vaguer reason that their testimony might furnish data 
considered by the Commission of value in the determina- 
tion of questions connected with the regulation of com- 
merce. If we did not think, as we do, that the Act 
clearly showed that the power to compel the attendance 
of witnesses was to be exercised only in connection with 
the quasi judicial duties of the Commission, we still 
should be unable to suppose that such an unprecedented 
grant was to be drawn from the counsels of perfection 
that have been quoted from sections 12 and 21. We 
could not believe on the strength of other than explicit 
and unmistakable words that such autocratic power was 
given for any less specific object of inquiry than a 
breach of existing law, in which, and in which alone, as 
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we have said, there is any need that personal matters 
should be revealed, 

~ In sections 15 and 16 are further provisions for the 
enforcement of the Act, not otherwise material than as 
showing the main purpose that Congress had in mind. 
The only other section that is thought to sustain the 
argument for’ the Commission is section 20, amended by 
Act of June 29, 1906, c. 3591, Sec. 7. 34 Stat., 584, 593. 
This authorizes the Commission to require annual re- 
ports from all the carriers concerned, with details of 
what is to be shown, to which the Commission may add 
in certain particulars, and further “to require from such 
carriers specific answers to all questions upon which the 
Commission may need information.” The Commission 
may require certain other reports, and is to have access 
to all accounts, records and memoranda. The section 
now deals at length with this matter and how accounts 
shall be kept and the like. It seems to us plain that it 
is directed solely to accounts and returns, and is impos- 
ing a duty on the common carrier only from whom the 
returns come. 

Al] that we are considering is the power under the 
Act to regulate commerce and its amendments to extort 
evidence from a witness by compulsion. What reports 
or investigations the Commission may make without that 
aid. but with the help of such returns or special reports 
as it may require from the carrier, we need not decide. 
Upon the point before us we should infer from the later 
action of Congress with regard to its resolution é6f 
March 7, 1906, 34 Stat., 823, directing the Commission to 
investigate and report as to railroad discrimination and 
monopolies in coal and oil, that it took the same view 
that we do. For it thought it advisable to amend that 
resolution on March 21 by adding a section giving the 
Commission the same power it then had to compel the 
attendance of witnesses in the investigation ordered. 34 
Stat., 824. The mention of the power then possessed ob- 
viously is intended simply to define the nature and ex- 
tent of the power -by reference to section 12 of the 
original Act. The passage of the amendment indicates 
that without it the power would be wanting. The case 
is not affected by the provision of section 9 of the Act 
of June 29, 1906, c, 359, Sec. 9, 34 Stat., 595, extending 
the former acts relating to the attendance of witnesses 
and the compelling of testimony to “all proceedings and 
hearings under this Act.” If we felt more hesitation 
than we do, we still should feel bound to construe the 
statute not merely so as to sustain its constitutionality 
but so as to avoid a succession of constitutional doubts, 
so far as candor permits. Knights Templar & Indemnity 
Co. vs. Jarman, 187 U. S., 197, 205. 

Order in 315 and 316 reversed. 

Order in 317 affirmed.

Mr, Justice Moody, not having been present at the

Mr. Justice Day, dissenting. 

I am constrained to dissent from the opinion of the 
court in this case. It seems to me that too narrow a 
construction has been given to the act of Congress Con: 
ferring power upon the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to conduct investigations into the affairs of corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce, 

The court in the prevailing opinion has not Placed 
its decision upon the want of power in Congress to leg. 
islate concerning the subject-matter of investigation in 
this case. The decision is based wholly upon the con: 
struction of the act of Congress, and as I am unable to 
concur in the view taken in the opinion, I will state the 
grounds upon which my dissent rests. 

The reports of committees which accompanied the 
enactment of the interstate commerce law, in its origina 
form, show that importance was attached to the power 
conferred upon the Commission to make investigation 
as well as to make orders relating to specific complaints 
as to practices affecting the conduct of interstate cgp. 
merce and the instrumentalities by which the same js 
carried on. It was to have a power of investigation, 
such as had been conferred upon similar bodies in the 
States and in the English acts regulating the subject, 
with a view to eliciting information important to be had 
in order to lay the basis for intelligent and efficient ae. 
tion in the legislative branch of the government to 
which the constitution has delegated power to regulate 
commerce among the States and with foreign nations. 

In speaking of this power, Judge Cooley, the eminent 
chairman of the Commission, in its first annual report, 
said: 

“This is a very important provision and the Commis- 
sion will no doubt have frequent occasion to take action 
under it. It will not hesitate to do so in any case in 
which a mischief of public importance is thought to 
exist, and which is not likely to be brought to its atten- 
tion on complaint of a private prosecutor.” 

In numerous instances investigations have been con- 
ducted by the Commission having in view the exercise 
of its authority to afford information as to the manner 
and methods in which corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce are conducting their business. These investi- 
gations have been undertaken upon the initiative of the 
Commission; witnesses have been subpcened; and testi- 
mony has been taken without objection from those in- 
terested that the power of the Commission conferred by 
the acts of Congress had been exceeded. While these 
considerations are not determinative of the extent of 
the powers conferred in the act, they are suggestive of 
ihe practical construction which those interested have 
put upon it. 

The act itself makes provision for two kinds of 
investigation, the one under section 12, upon the initia- 
tive of the Commission, without written complaint; the 
other under section 13, where investigation and orders 
are made upon complaint. 

We are concerned in this case with an investigation 
undertaken upon the initiative of the Commission under 
section 12 of the act. That section, so far as pertinent, 
provides: 

“That the Commission hereby created shall have 
authority to inquire into the management of. the busi- 
ness of all common carriers subject to the provisions of 
this act, and shall keep itself informed as to the mal 
ner and method in which the same is conducted, and 
shall have the right to obtain from such common cat- 
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riers full and complete information necessary to enable 
the Commission to perform the duties and carry out the 
objects for which it was created; and the Commission 
js hereby authorized and required to execute and en- 
force the provisions of this act; and, upon the request 
of the Commission, it shall be the duty of any district 
attorney of the United States to whom the Commission 
may apply to institute in the proper court and to prose- 
cute under the direction of the attorney-general of the 
United States all necessary proceedings for the enforee- 
ment of the provisions of this act and for the punish- 
ment of all violations thereof, and the costs and ex- 
penses of such prosecution shall be paid out of the 
appropriation for the expenses of the courts of the 
United States; and for the purposes of this act the 
Commission shall have power to require, by subpcena, 
the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the pro- 
duction of ail books, papers, tariffs, contracts, agree- 
ments and documents relating to any matter under in- 
yestigation, 

“Such attendance of witnesses, and the production 
of such documentary evidence, may be required from 
any place in the United States, at any designated place 
of hearing. And in case of disobedience to a subpcena 
the Commission, Or any party to a proceeding before 
the Commission, may invoke the aid of any court of the 
United States in requiring the attendance and testimony 
of witnesses and the production of books, papers and 
documents under the provisions of this section.” 

The plain reading of this section is that for the pur- 
peses of the act the Commission shall have power io 
require, by subpoena, the attendance and testimony of 
witnesses, the production of books, papers, con- 
tracts, tariffs, agreements and documents relating to 
any matter under investigation. Notwithstanding the 
broad language used by Congress, it is now held that 
the power of the Commission to require testimony em- 
braces only subjects stated in complaints for the viola- 
tion of the act, or investigations by the Commission 
upon matters which might have been the subject of 
complaint. I am unable to follow the reasoning which 
thus cuts down the expressed words ‘of the act, which 
enables the Commission to require testimony for all 
purposes of the act. The complaints under the act may 
relate to unreasonable rates, to discriminating practices, 
io the management of the affairs of the carrier as in- 
volved in or connected with the conduct of interstate 
ccmmerce, to the telations of interstate carriers with 
each other, and the like matters, directly affecting cor- 
porations and individuals engaged in interstate com- 
merce. These things are within the purposes of the 
act, but no more so, in my judgment, than the declared 
purpose of the act to endow the Commission with inves- 
-tigating powers, having in view the ascertainment of 
the manner in which interstate commerce business is 
conducted and managed, with a view to intelligent ac- 
tion upon these important subjects. 

For the purposes of the act this power to require 
the attendance of witnesses and the production of books, 
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Papers, tariffs, contracts, etc., relating to any matter 
under investigation, is specifically conferred by Con- 
gress, 





To make the act read that the power shall be 
conferred only for the purposes of laying the ground for 
redress of specific complaints, or things which might 
be the subject-matter of complaints, narrows its provi- 
sions from the broad power conferred in the language 
used by Congress to powers Wimited to the execution 
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of only a part of the act. It seems to me that the 
restricted construction given in the opinion has the 
effect to entirely reform the act of Congress, substituting 
for it, by judicial construction, a much narrower act 
than Congress intended to pass, and did, in fact, pass. 

In section 12, which requires the district attorneys 
under the direction of the attorney-general to take all 
necessary proceedings for the enforcement of the act, 
and empowers the Commission for the purposes of the 
act to issue subpoenas and require the production of 
books, papers, et¢c., there is in terms conferred, as the 
basis of this judicial action and this power to summon 
Witnesses, authority to inquire into the management of 
the business of corporations subject to the provisions of 
the act, in order that the Commission may keep itseif 
informed as to the manner and methods in which the 
same is conducted, and to obtain from common carriers 
thus engaged full and complete information to enable 
the Commission to prevent bad practices and to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects for which it was 
created. 

Nor are the purposes of the act for which the power 
to subpeena witnesses, require the production of books, 
papers, etc., alone defined in section 12. In section 29 
ot the act, in order to enable the Commission to make 
its reports, it is authorized to require from common 
carriers specific answers upon all questions upon which 
the Commission may need information, such reports to 
contain a showing of the amount of the capital stock, 
the amount paid therefor, the manner of payment for 
the same, ete., and section 21 of the act requires the 
Commission to make an annual report which shall con- 
tain such information and data collected by the Com- 
mission as may be considered of value in the determina- 
tion of questions concerning the regulation of commerce, 
tegether with such recommendation as to additional lez- 
islation relating thereto as the Commission may deem 
necessary... These things are “purposes of the act” no 
less than the hearing of complaints and making orders 
touching the same. For all these purposes section 12 
conferred the power which was sought to be exercised 
in this case. That inquiries might take a wide range 
is shown in the acts of Congress giving immunity to 
persons required to testify, and providing that no person 
shall be excused from attendance and testifying, or from 
producing books, papers, etc., before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for the reason that his answers or 
the production of such testimony may tend to criminate 
him, and granting immunity from prosecution because 
of such compulsory testimony, 

The function of investigation which Congress has 
conferred upon the Interstate Commerce Commission is 
one of great importance, and while, of course, it can 
only be exercised within the constitutional limitations 
which protect the individual from unreasonable searches 
and seizures and unconstitutional invasions of ‘liberty, 
the act should not be construed so narrowly as to defeat 
its purposes. 

In the case of Interstate Commerce Commission vs. 
Brimson, 154 U. S., 447, 474, this court had under con- 
sideration the provisions of section 12, authorizing the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to conduct an investi- 
gation upon its own motion, and in that case this court 
said: 


“An adjudication that Congress could not establish 
an administrative body with authority to investigate the 
subject of interstate commerce, and with power to call 
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witnesses before it, and to require the production of 
books, documents and papers relating to that subject, 
would go far toward defeating the object for which the 
people of the United States placed commerce among the 
states under national control. All must recognize the 
fact that the full information necessary as a basis of 
intelligent legislation by Congress from time to time 
upon the subject of interstate commerce cannot be ob- 
tained, nor can the rules established for the regulation 
otf such commerce be efficiently enforced otherwise than 
through the instrumentality of an administrative body 
representing the whole country, always watchful of the 
general interests, and charged with the duty not only 
of obtaining the required information, but of compelling 
by all lawful methods obedience to such rules.” 

And in Interstate Commerce Commission vs. 
way, 167 U. S. 506, this court said: 

“It [the Commission] is charged with the general 
duty of inquiring as to the management of the business 
of railroad companies, and to keep itself informed as to 
the manner in which the same is conducted, and has the 
right to compel complete and full information as to, the 
manner in which such carriers are transacting their 
business.” 

In the case of Texas & Pacific Ry. Co. vs. Abilene 
Cotton Oil Co., 204 U. S., at page 438, this court said: 

“The Commission was endowed with plenary ‘ad- 
ministrative power to supervise the conduct of carriers, 
to’ investigate their affairs, their accounts, and their 
methods of dealing, and generally to enforce the provi- 
sions of the act.” 

In the case last cited it was held that a rate filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission could only 
be attacked for unreasonableness by a proceeding before 
the Commission, with a direct view to a change in the 
rate. The power thus invested in the Commission, no 
less than the power conferred in this case, affected ship- 
pers from Maine to Texas, and required a shipper mak- 
ing complaint against a common carrier for carriage in 
a remote part of the country to obtain redress for un- 
reasonable rates only by a proceeding before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, which ordinarily sits in 
the capital at Washington. Legislative power vested in 
Congress over interstate commerce embraces the whole 
country, and while it may be extremely inconvenient 
to compel the attendance of witnesses and the produc- 
tion of the papers, etc., throughout a domain so large 
ac ours, that consideration does not detract from the 
power of Congress over the subject-matter. 

Assuming, for the purposes of this case and the 
construction of the statute, that the relations of direct- 
ors in a corporation engaged in interstate commerce to 
the sales of stock to such corporation may be the sub- 
ject of inquiry when Congress confers such power upon 
the Commission, I think that in this act Congress has 
conferred such power. If such is the proper construc- 
tion of the act, it follows that the Commission had a 
right to propound the questions which the Circuit court 
directed to be answered. In my view the judgment of 
the Circuit court should be affirmed. 

Mr. Justice Harlan and Mr. Justice McKenna concur 
in this dissent. 

Mr. Justice Harlan also dissents in No. 317.

State Board Allows Stock Yards Company to Increase 
Switching Charges. 








Application No, 38—In the Matter of the Application of 
Union Stock Yards Company of Omaha (Limited) fo 
peritission to Increase Switching Rates at Souty 
Omeha, 

Report of the Commission. 


HENRY T. CLARKE, JR., Commissioner: 

This matter arises on the application of Union Stock 
Yards company of Omaha (Limited) for permission to in- 
crease certain of its switching rates. The applicant 
herein is engaged in the operation of a stock yards at 
South Omaha, Neb., and as a part of its service carrie; 
on and conducts a general switching business of carload 
freight between the industries located on its rails ang 
the transfer tracks of connecting carriers. 

It appears from the testimony that this company 
was first organized in 1884; that the original occasion 
for its organization was to meet the demand of the car 
riers who required stock yards facilities, where stock 
destined to markets beyond could be loaded, unloaded 
and fed in transit. 
induced to locate on or adjacent to the property of the 
applicant, and a live stock market was developed, which 
has now grown to large proportions. In the beginning 
the track facilities were built by the carriers, and the 
switching was performed by the railroads themselves or 
by one railroad for another. 

As the business of the yards developed and the 
congestion of traffic increased, it became apparent that 
in order to avoid confusion and furnish prompt and ade 
quate service, the switching must be performed by one 
company, 

An agreement was accordingly entered into, whereby 
the applicant herein bought the tracks built by the rail 
roads and undertook to perform the necessary switching 
service. 

lt does not appear from the record when the switch 
ing business was first taken over by the applicant, nor 
the basis on which it was performed. It does appear, 
Lowever, that on April 27, 1896, a certain agreement was 
entered into in writing by and between the applicant 
herein and Union Pacific railway, Fremont, Elkhorn & 
Missouri Valley R. R. Co. and Burlington & Missouri 
River R. R. in Neb., in words and figures as follows: 

“At conference held in Omaha, Monday, April 27, 
1896, between representatives Messrs. W. A. Paxton and 
A. N. Babcock of the Union Stock Yards & Railroad 
company of South Omaha and the Union Pacific Ry., rep 
resented by Messrs. E. Dickinson and J. A. Munroe; F. 
E. & M. V. R. R., by A. H. Merchants; B. & M. R.R 
in Nebraska, by G. H. Crosby, following memorandum 
was agreed to, effective May 1, 1896, subject to notice 
of sixty days of desire on part of anyone to withdraw 
from the same: 

“1. The Stock Yards company to handle all loaded 
cars of live stock received from or delivered to the 
several railroads at a switching charge of fifty (50) 
cents per car. No charge to be made for empty cars 
received for loading or return of empty cars. 

“2. No charge to be made for switching through 
live stock that is covered by agreed through rates. 

“3. Charge for loading or unloading not to exceed 
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fifty (50) cents per car, but not to be higher thaa 
charges made by Kansas City Stock Yards company. 

“4. On all outbound shipments of dead freight 
(with exception of cinders and rubbish) loaded by pack- 
ers, including shipments of packing house products, 
dressed beef, etc., a switching charge of two ($2.00) 
dollars per car to be made. This is not to apply on cars 
destined to Omaha, on which the maximum switching 
charge will be one ($1.00) dollar per car. 

“5. On cinders and rubbish loaded by packers, a 
charge of one ($1.00) dollar per car for switching to 
connecting line, 

“6. On all loaded cars received from connecting 
lines for industrials located on tracks of the Union 
Stock Yards company, switching charge of one ($1.00) 
dollar per car to be made—no charge for return of 
empty cars. 

“7, No charge to be made for switching cars loaded 
with material or supplies for the use of the Union 
Stock Yards company, nor for return of empty cars. 

“8. Loaded cars switched from transfer tracks of 
one railroad direct to transfer track of another, switch- 
ing charge to be one ($1.00) dollar per car—empty cars 
to be returned free. 

“9. No charge for holding loaded cars on Stock 
Yards tracks. . : 

“10. No charge for storing such a supply of empty 
cars as are necessary for current business in connection 
with Stock Yards plants and industries located on tracks 
of the Union Stock Yards Co. 

“It is understood that the switching, loading and un- 
loading charges named above are to be absorbed by the 
railroad companies in the event that similar charges are 
absorbed at Kansas City. In the event, however, of 
railroad companies not absorbing switching charges at 
Kansas City, charges will not be absorbed at South 
Omaha, 

“Union Stock Yards & Railroad Co., ‘Exhibit C.,’ 

“By W. N. Babcock, M. H. F. 

“Union Pacific Railway, 

“By J. A. Munroe. 
“Fremont, Elkhorn & Missouri Valley R. R. Co., 
“By A. H. Merchant. 
“Burlington & Missouri River R. R. in Neb., 
“By G. H. Crosby.” 

The rates provided for in this agreement are still in 
effect on state business, and it is the object and prayer 
of the petition filed herein to increase the following 
switching rates: 

1. For live stock received from or delivered to con- 
necting lines, from 50 cents to $1 per car. 


2. For all commodities received from connecting 


_lines for industries located on the tracks of the appii- 


cant, from $1 to $2 per car, 

3. For all commodities switched from the transfei 
ttack of one railroad to the transfer track of another, 
from $1 to $2 per car, such cars when empty ‘to be 
returned free. 

4. For all empty cars switched from the transfer 
tracks of one railroad to the transfer tracks of another, 
from 50 cents to $1 per car. 

5. For switching cars from one part of petitioner’s 
yards to another, or from the tracks of one industry 
to those of another, from 50 cents to $1 per car, whether 
loaded or enipty. 

Under the application, two questions present them- 
selves forcibly to the commission: First, are the appil- 
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cants entitled to the relief prayed for? Second, upon 
whom shall the burden of paying the increased rates 
fall? 

The carriers doing business with the applicant were 
duly notified of the filing of the petition herein, but in 
order that no question of jurisdiction, ett., should arise, 
the commission did, on the 17th day of August, issue an 
order, directed to all carriers doing business between 
stations in Nebraska, again advising them of the petition 
filed herein, and commanding them to file their answers 
on or before August 27, 1908, and further to show cause 
why they: should not be compelled to absorb any and all 
such additional switching charges to be allowed the ap- 
plicant herein, as might appear to the commission to 
be just and reasonable. 

During the course of the original hearing it deve!- 
oped that certain ewitehing service and facilities (more 
particularly the switcuimg of .cattle fed in transit, 
shipped on through rétes, and the movement of empty 
and loaded cars between industries located on applicant’s 
tracks) were being furnished free, or at a charge dispro- 
portionately low to the charges made for other classes 
of service. An order was therefore entered, fixing No- 
vember 5, 1908, as the date for hearing with reference 
to all facilities and service furnished and performed by 
the applicant. A .copy of the order was mailed to all 
industries located on applicant’s tracks. 

The business of the applicant, as heretofore ‘stated, 
includes the yarding and feeding of live stock, in addi- 
tion to the switching of cars and freight to and from 
the industries located on the applicant’s tracks, from and 
to the tracks of connecting carriers; also between the 
various industries located on applicant’s tracks, and also 
between the transfer tracks of connecting carriers. 

The commission is of the opinion that its jurisdic- 
tion with reference to the business of the applicant ex- 
tends only so far as it is devoted to transportation. 
This includes all trackage, motive power, rolling stock. 
real estate, and improvements, devoted entirely to 
switching, and the loading and unloading chutes. 

The value of the switching plant, as established in 
the testimony, appears to be:

These values are submitted by the employes of the 
petitioner herein. The real estate values offered were 
corroborated by the testimony $f Harry D. Reed, who 
qualified as an expert, having served on the Board of 
Review for the city of Omaha for three different years 
(1897, 1898 and 1903), and as county assessor of Douglas 
county for the four years from 1904 to 1908, in which 


capacity he had occasion to assess the property herein 
involved. 
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The other values submitted were subject to the 
examination and criticism of representatives of the vari- 
ous carriers, who, it would seem, were in a position and 
thoroughly qualified to controvert or correct any mis- 
statement of inaccuracies in applicant’s testimony, so far 
as it related to values of trackage, rolling stock, motive 
power, ete. 

The attitude of the carriers, however, throughout 
the entire investigation was enigmatical, at times dis- 
closing a half-hearted opposition to the proposed increase, 
but at no time challenging directly the reasonableness 
of the increased rates applied fors 

In the ‘absence of any expert testimony obtained by 
the commission and the failure of the carriers to con- 
trovert them, the values submitted under oath by the 
applicant must be presumed to be fair for the purpose 
of this inquiry. - 

The commission is: not sufficiently advised at this 
time to feel justified in fixing a definite value on the 
property of the applicant devoted to switching purposes, 
but it is of the opinion that there is a sufficient margin 
between the value of the property, as disclosed by the 
testimony, and the value on which the increased earn- 
ings under the proposed new schedule would pay rea- 
sonable dividends and depreciation charges, to sustain 
i: in generally granting the petition of the applicant. 

Six per cent interest, if allowed on the applicant’s 
valuation, would amount to $112,046.46, and a deprecia- 
tion allowance on the entire plant (switching and 
chutes), exclusive of land values, would increase it by 
$38,904.06, making a total for depreciation and interest 
of $150,950.52.

The increase in the ratio of expense to earning; 
from 59 per cent in 1896 to 96 per cent in 1907, is gy. 
plained by the general increase in cost of labor and ma. 
terials, and is. specifically illustrated by applicant’s ey. 
hibit, showing that wages have increased from 1896 t 
1907 from 9.4 per cent on the yardmaster’s wages ty 
53.85 per cent on track foreman’s wages; that the 189% 
wage scale applied to 1907 business would have de. 
creased the wage expense by $23,352.61; and that the 
increase in payroll by reason of increase in wages and 
greater number of men employed in 1907 over 189%, 
amounted to $91,375.84. 

In addition to the expense items shown above, the 
applicant is required periodically to expend large sums 
of money in constructing and maintaining viaducts over 
its tracks at South Omaha. In 1908 the applicant was 


required to expend $60,000 as its proportion of the rm | 


construction cost of the viaduct over Q street. 

It further appears that the average annual cost of 
repairs paid out by the petitioner during the past seven 
years is $1,674.28 on the L street and $2,200.27 on the 
Q street viaducts. Of this amount only $95.09 appeared 
in the expenses submitted by petitioner for its 1907 
business, because the railroad which does the repairing 
was slow in sending in the repair bills. 

Under this showing, the petitioners are clearly enti- 
tled to some relief. From the evidence it appears that 
during the year ending December 31, 1907, petitioners 
handled 230,405 cars, as follows:

This statement does not take any account of the 
switching of empty cars in for loading or the switching 
of empty cars out after unloading. The empty car 
switching set forth in the above statement includes only 
the empty cars switched between the transfers of various 
railroads, on which a revenue was received. Included in 
this statement are some 2,246 cars of cattle fed in tran 
sit, for which no charge is made. This has been the 
practice since the petitioner took over the business of 
switching, and is a part of the agreement heretofore 
referred to. This is a service requiring the switching 
of loaded cars into the chutes and out from the same, 
as well as the unloading and loading of such cars, and 
by the present practice all expense incurred in its per 
formance is being paid by parties receiving no benefit 
whatever. The commission has no information as

commission that a revenue should be derived from this 
service. 

It further appeared from the evidence that the ex- 
pense, labor and time involved in the movement of 
cars, loaded and empty, between industries located on 
applicant’s tracks, was as great as on movements from 
the transfer tracks of connecting carriers to those in- 
dustries, and in the opinion of the commission the same 
rates should apply. 

There is also included in this statement 9,044 cars 
of grain switched in to the Updike Elevator company 
from connecting railroads, on which no charge is made. 
This is defended by the applicant on the grounds that, 
paving switching facilities, etc., it was to their interest 
to increase their business, and that it was necessary to 
offer the Updike Elevator company terms equal to those 
which they might obtain on other carriers’ tracks; that 
by making a free inbound switch, it secured the switch- 
ing of 8,607 cars out from that company and an added 
revenue to petitioner of $2 per car. No request is made 
herein to increase these rates, and no material or satis- 
factory reason or objection was submitted to the end 
that they be disturbed. 

It is also to be noted that the statement of cars 
switched includes cars, empty and loaded, which were 
moved in switching as a part of an interstate movement. 
What proportion or number of the cars detailed in the 
foregoing statement were switched as an incident of a 
purely state movement does not appear from the evi- 
dence. It was estimated, however, knowing the number 
of cattle, hogs and sheep shipped to and from the stock 
‘yards from and to points in the state, that 61,257 cars 
of stock switched by the applicant should be credited to 
strictly intrastate business. 

The testimony as to the exact number of dead 
freight cars switched by applicant as an incident to a 
purely intrastate movement, was uncertain and indefi- 
nite, but the witnesses were positive that the so-called 
intrastate shipments were few as compared with the 
interstate shipments, 

The commission is not advised of any reason, so far 
as the charges of applicant are concerned, why any dis- 
tinction or discrimination should be shown in favor of 
intrastate shipments, as distinguished from interstate 
shipments. On the contrary, it is the opinion of the 
commission that, in arriving at a decision as to what is 
a just and equitable charge for the service performed, 
they should be treated alike. If this is done and appli- 
cant’s petition granted, the total ‘increase in revenue, 
based on the business of 1907, would be approximately 
. $102,000 annually, or a total net revenue of $112,934.87, 
al amount some $38,015.65 less than 6 per cent for divi- 
dends and 6 per cent on depreciable property, as sub- 
mitted by the applicant. 

The commission, however, is of the opinion that a 
charge of $1.50 for switching and unloading live stock 
is out of proportion to a charge of $2 for switching dead 
freight to and from the industries on defendant’s tracks, 
and should not exceed $1.25, being 75 cents for switch- 
ing and 50 cents for unloading. 

The evidence shows that the applicant averaged from 
ten to twelve cars per switch on live stock, involving 
in a great number of cases the movement from the 
tansfer switch of the connecting carrier to the unload- 
ing chutes of the loaded cars, and the immediate return 
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of the empties. Only occasionally, and then only in 
periods of severe congestion, does it appear that loaded 
cr empty live stock cars were required by the exigencies 
of the case to be switched to the storage tracks and 
held until the transfer tracks were open and the con- 
necting carrier ready to receive them. 

On the contrary, it is shown that the switching of 
dead freight to and from the various industries involves, 
in a large number of cases, six separate movements, 
and sometimes more. The trackage of the packing in- 
dustries at their loading and unloading docks is of so 
limited a character that only a few, and, in the case 
of one company, only two, cars can be moved per 
switch, 

It is of vital importance that there be on hand at 
all times a sufficient number of empty cars to supply 
their needs on outbound shipments, and sufficient sup- 
plies in the way of coal, etc., in sight to meet unfore- 
seen or possible contingencies, such as strikes, etc. 

This necessitated the storage of empty cars and 
inbound dead freight destined to the packers on tracks 
of the applicant, and, when any particular car is needed, 
the drilling of it out of the string on the storage 
and movement to destination. 

It appeared that the majority of cars used by the 
packing industries required repairs and usually icing; 
that in the switching here provided for the charges for 
dead freight switching to and from the packers, the fol- 
lowing service is required in a large number of cases. ' 


1. Switching from transfer track to holding or 
storage track. 


tracks 


2. The drilling out of the empty on the storage 
track. 

3. Switching to repair track of packing house. 

4. Switching from repair track to icing track of 
packing house. 


5. Switching from icing track to loading dock of 
packing house. 


6. Switching from loading dock to holding or trans- 
fer tracks. 

These several movements, irrespective of distance, 
taking into consideration the small number of cars 
moved per ditch, as compared with the live stock 
switching and the larger amount of trackage and ground 
used for holding or storage purposes, justifies a greater 


difference in the rate than that submitted in applicant's 
petition. 


The commission is of the opinion that the appli- 
cant, under the facts as disclosed by the record in this 
case, is entitled to an increased revenue approximating 
the amount to be derived from increased rates provided 
for in this order. ° 

Considered with the decided increase in operating 
expense, two facts appearing in the record, in consid- 
ering applicant’s petition, should not be passed un- 
noticed: 

The applicant is performing a greater service in 
switching a car in 1908 than it did in 1896, for the 
reason that the cars in use at the present time are 
uniformly of much greater weight and capacity. The 


following table of comparisons taken from the Official 
Railway Guide, a publication regarded as authentic and 


used by railroad officials, for the years of 1893 and 1908, 
is convincing:

The other fact referred to is that the minimum 
rates and charges collected by the carriers involved in 
this hearing, with but few exceptions, for a like or 
nearly similar switching service on their rails, notably 
at Omaha, South Omaha, Lincoln, St. Joseph, Kansas 
City, Wichita, Denver, East St. Louis, Council Bluffs, 
Sioux City, Des Moines, St. Paul and Minneapolis, is 
$2 or more. This is evidenced by some sixteen ex- 
hibits, covering approximately 2,000 switching rates pub- 
lished by those carriers and offered by the applicant. 

Mr. Buckingham, general manager of the applicant 
company, and for many years in charge of the Omaha 
switching rates of the Union Pacific railroad company, 
testified that the service rendered at applicant’s yard 
was as great or greater than the service rendered 
within the several switching districts of the Union Pa- 
cific in Omaha, for which the minimum charges are 
$2 and $2.50 per car. 

It is further to be noted that certain of the car- 
riers have already published interstate tariffs agreeing 
to absorb the increased charges herein provided for, and 
at no time during the entire hearing did any of the 
various representatives of the carriers directly challenge 
the pr&bosed rates as unreasonable or unjust. 

The question now arises: Upon whom shall the bur- 
den of paying the increased rates fall? Obviously, any 
inside switching should be paid for by the industry 
served in each case. With reference to dead freight 
received from or delivered to connecting carriers, there 
is no obligation or duty resting on them that they 
absorb and pay these charges, other than that all ship- 
pers should be treated without discrimination. 

The commission is of the opinion that the carriers 
should absorb and pay for any increase in switching 
charges on live stock shipments herein provided for. 
The evidence is clear and undisputed that they have 
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no loading or unloading pens of their own at South 
Omaha; that in fact they induced the organization of 
the applicant company and have used its tracks and 
pens for a period of some twenty years, and by go 
doing have adopted and designated them as their un. 
loading station. 

All stock shipped to South Omaha is intended by 
the shipper and the carrier to be delivered into the 
stock yards. It is the duty of a railroad company to 
provide pens, unloading facilities and yardage for its 
live stock traffic. That the companies originally inter. 
ested admitted this in effect, is shown by the terms of 
the agreement of 1896. Now, that the cost of operation 
has increased, and at the same time the value of the 
unit of service (to-wit: the increased capacity of cars), 
they should not refuse to pay the increased value and 
cost of service which they are obligated by law to fur. 
nish and perform. 


ORDER. 


It is therefore ordered by the Nebraska State Raii- 
way Commission that the Union Stock Yards Company 
of Omaha (Limited) be, and the same is hereby, per- 
mitted to publish and collect, from and after thirty (30) 
days from the mailing of this order, the rates and 
charges hereinafter set forth, on intrastate shipments, 
to-wit: 

1, Live stock received from or delivered to, a con- 
necting line, 75 cents per car. 

2. All commodities delivered to connecting lines, $2 
per car, excepting cinders, rubbish and cars loaded 
for Omaha proper, on which switching will be charged 
$1 per car. 

3. All commodities received from connecting lines 
for industries located on tracks of Union Stock Yards 
company, $2 per car. 

4. All commodities switched from the transfer track 
of one railroad direct to transfer track of another, $2 
per car, such cars when empty to be returned free. 

5. All empty cars switched from the transfer track 
of one railroad direct to the transfer track of another, 
$1 per car. 

6. When firms require switching of cars from one 
part of their yard to another or from the tracks of one 
firm to those of another, the charge will be $2 per loaded 
car and $1 per empty car. 

Note——It is not contemplated by the commission 
that this order shall affect the existing switching rates 
on grain shipments to and from the Updike elevator. 

It is further ordered, that Union Pacific railroad 
company, Chicago, Burlington & Quincy railroad com- 
pany, Chicago & Northwestern railway company, Mis 
souri Pacific railway company, Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific railway company, and Chicago, St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis & Omaha railway company, be, and the same are 
hereby, notified and directed to publish and file in the 
office of this commission, tariffs to the effect that they 
will absorb switching charges on live stock shipment 
originating or destinating at Union Stock Yards at South 
Omaha, and destinating or originating at points on their 
lines within this state, which do not pass out of the 
state in transit. —

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REVOLUTIONIZES OLD SYSTEM 


Rock Island-Frisco Lines to Have But One Tariff for 
Each Commodity. 








With a radical departure from the time-honored meth- 
ods of tariff construction, the Rock Island-Frisco lines are 
adopting 2 new form of freight tariffs, which undoubtedly 
will prove popular with the shipping public. The central 
jdea of the new plan is to have but one tariff for each 
commodity instead of a large number of tariffs, as is now 
the case. 

The first of these tariffs will soon be filed by the C. & 
BI. R. R. for the Rock Island-Frisco Lines. It will bear 
the I. C. C. number 2329, freight tariff number 2800, and 
will cancel all lumber tariffs now in effect over the C. & 
£.1.R.R. The new tariff will become effective February 
1, 1909. 

This new tariff will be a compilation of local, joint 
and proportional rates on forest products, C. L., from Bur- 
lington, Ia., East St, Louis, Ill., Chicago, Ill., Clinton, Ia., 
Davenport, Ia., Evansville, Ind., Joppa, Ill, Memphis, 
Tenn., Moline, Ill., Mt, Vernon, Ind., Muscatine, Ia,, Rock 
Island, lll., St. Louis, Mo., Thebes, lll.; also from points 
in Arkansas, Louisiana, Missouri, Mississippi, Oklahoma, 
and Texas to points in Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, Michi- 
gan, Missouri, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia and Wisconsin; also to Atlantic Seaboard, interior 
eastern points and points in Canada, 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has been en- 
gaged for some time in examining the proof of the pro- 
posed tariff in accordance with an application to estab- 
lish the rates contained therein by special permission, 
and when the tariff is issued it will contain a note as 
follows: 

“As an assistance in reaching more simplicity and 
clearness in tariff construction and contemplating eventual 
statement of rates in specific form, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has by its special authority of Decem- 
ber 12, 1908, No. 7960 to Chicago & Eastern Illinois rail- 
tad company, granted, temporarily and subject to revo- 
cation, by the Commission, permission to issue this tariff 
and to include the rule therein.” 

In an effort to aid the shippers and others using the 
tariff, the C. & E. I. expressed the idea as follows: 

.“In the publication of this tariff, it is the desire of 
these companies to place in the hands of their shippers 
and connections clear and complete information as to lum- 
ber rates, not only from the gateways from which these 
companies operate, but in a special section provide rates 
to the particular gateways, so that the person using this 
issue will have in one tariff complete information concern- 
ing rates from the point of origin of the lumber to the 
fnal destination of the consignment.” 

As a further evidence of willingness to co-operate with 
the shipping public, one page of the tariff, addressed “To 
our patrons,” will explain very clearly and concisely the 
ope and purpose of this tariff, mentioning examples to 
take certain the explanation. 

This explanation concludes with an invitation to the 
thippers for co-operation, worded as follows: 

“It has been the aim to show this information in as 
‘omprehensive a manner as possible, and in order to -per- 
fect it in all its details and maintain this issue on a cor- 
tet basis, we wish to urge upon you to freely communi- 
tate with the undersigned (F. C. Reilly, G. F. A.), calling 
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attention to any correction, omission or inconsistencies 
which may appeal to you. In other words, we invite 
suggestions or criticisms which will tend toward making 
this tariff a most perfect or complete issue, and one which 
will in every way fulfill your requirements.” 

The compilation of these rates will fill a long felt want 
and by its use a shipper may be able lto ascertain with 
some degree of certainty the rate which will be applied 
to any particular shipment without the necessity of con- 
sulting two or more tariffs with multitudinous supple- 
ments. 

Mr. W. B. Biddle, vice-president in charge of traffic 
of the Rock Island-Frisco Lines, has been engaged in this 
undertaking for approximately two years. Mr. Biddle has 
long been of the opinion that there is no excuse for a 
railroad to have from ten to twenty-five tariffs affecting 
a certain commodity in force at the same time. He be- 
lieves that it is practical to issue one tariff to take the 
place of these numerous issues, and this new lumber tar- 
iff is proof of his theory. It cancels approximately thirty- 
five separate tariffs, compiling all the rates in the one 
tariff that are contained in all of these. 

In discussing the new issue, Mr. Biddle said that it 
is his intention to follow this tariff with issues covering 
other commodities and that utlimately there will be but 
one lumber tariff, one grain tariff, one coal tariff, etc., in 
effect on the Rock Island-Frisco Lines. 

“T am certain that this new idea of tariff construction 
will prove popular with the shipping public,” said Mr. 
Biddle. “My instructions have been to eliminate this use- 
less number of issues and to compile a tariff for each 
commodity which will be intelligible to the shipper, even 
though he is not a technical rate man. We believe this 
new lumber tariff will prove popular and, although it has 
been an expensive undertaking in itself, that it is well 
worth its cost.” 


Government Rests in Coal Suit 


New York, December 17.—With the offering of a mass 
of documentary evidence, including reports of many offi- 
cers and directors of the defendant companies, the gov- 
ernment yesterday completed its case in the suit charging 
the anthracite coal carrying roads with conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade. 

These reports were not read, and the attorneys for 
the roads reserved the right to make proper objections, 
as well as to add to the record such other parts of the 
respective reports as they might desire. 

It was agreed to adjourn at to-day’s session until 
January 14, and then resume the hearing at Philadelphia. 
The lawyers for the defense said they would be ready to 
go on with their case at that time. 

That the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western railroad 
owned 37,000 shares of the Lehigh Valley railroad, ac- 
quired in 1901 and 1903, was one of the statements of 
E. E. Loomis, vice-president of the first mentioned road, 
contained in the written evidence which was put in to-day. 
A statement by Vice-President Robert W. De Forest of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey, that his road owned 32 600 
shares of Lehigh Valley: stock also was submitted. 


NOVEMBER TRAFFIC SHOWS DECREASE. 
Buffalo, N. Y., December 18.—The number of cars 
loaded by the New York Central Lines west of Buffalo, 
in November, was 807,151, a decrease of 15,582 over the 
same period last year. 
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GIVES AGENTS TARIFF GUIDE 


Pennsylvania Company Aims to Comply Literally with 
Tariff Posting Order of Commission 








The Pennsylvania company is distributing to its 
various station agents copies of its “Agents’ Ready Ref- 
erence Index” of freight tariffs, classifications, exception 
sheets, circulars affecting freight rates and division 
sheets, covering both interstate and state traffic on its 
lines west of Pittsburg. This index is designed to ena- 
ble the company, through its various station agents, to 
comply literally with the requirements of the Hepburn 
law and with the regulations of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission relative to the posting of tariffs at stations. 
It is, in reality, a key to the station tariff file, and so 
complete are the instructions contained in it that any 
station agent can easily keep his file up to date as 
required by the regulations of the Commission. 

All stations on the Pennsylvania Lines, both the 
Fort Wayne and the Panhandle routes, are provided with 
filing cases which are designed to meet the needs of 
the agents’ tariff file. On page three of the index is 
found instructions as to how tariffs are to be filed in 
these cases. These instructions are so complete that it 
would appear that any man of ordinary intelligence, even 
though he had never seen a copy of a freight tariff, 
would be able to take the file and keep it without diffi- 
culty. 

The following is quoted from the instructions: “Im- 
mediately upon receipt of tariffs or supplements, they 
must be filed in the proper places of the agent’s tari® 
file; and tariffs or supplements canceled thereby must 
be marked—

Thus directing attention to the cancellations, supplement 
or new tariff to become effective.” 

An extract is then given of the order of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission of June 2, 1908, which re- 
fers to the publication of brief of bulletins giving notice 
to the effect that rates from that station on certain com- 
modities have been changed. The bulletin, the form 
of which is also reproduced, is to be filed by the station 
agent in a binder marked “Bulletin” in the compartment 
corresponding with the day of the month on which the 
tariff, supplement or cancelation becomes effective. Fur- 
ther instructions to agents in regard to these bulletins 
are as follows: “Agents must examine the Bulletin 
Binder daily and remove from ‘compartment correspond- 
ing with that date the Bulletin of freight tariff changes, 
and also destroy canceled tariff or tariffs, supplement or 
supplements expiring on that date.” These instructions 
are supplemented by the statement that agents will be 
held responsible at all times for the accuracy of the 
tariff file at their station. 

The company has adopted an index number for th? 
convenience of these agents’ files. This number is 
Erinted in the lower right-hand corner of the title page. 
Certain serial letters are given to tariffs applying to 
certain territorial districts. Every station on the system 
is given a number with initial letters which relate tuo 
the particular branch of the system on which it is 
lotated. 

In the body of the index, the tariffs which are in 
effect upon the system are given. These are arranged 


in table form, the tariff numbers going down the left 
side of the table. First is given the tariff file number, 
then the I. C, C. number, the R. C. O. number, the R, R. 
number and the kind of tariff. Across the top of this 
table are arranged the numbers of the stations on the 
system, each station having its individual number ag 
mentioned above. In the column below each station and 
opposite each particular tariff is a mark indicating jg 
that tariff is to be kept on file at that particular station, 
In this way the agent can at any time check up his 
tariff file against the tariffs which he should have ang 
discover if there are any omissions. 

Taken as a whole, the Pennsylvania company seems 
to have worked out a system of meeting the difficulty 
which confronts the railroad in keeping tariff files at 
stations. With the complete instructions given and the 
ample amount of information upon the subject, there 
should be no excuse for any station agent on the Penp- 
sylvania system not complying with the requirements of 
the law and of the Commission. 

The “Agents’ Ready Reference Index” is issued by 
Mr. U. G. Couffer, chief of the tariff bureau of the 
Pennsylvania company and of the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, 
Chicago & St. Louis railroad. 


OPPOSE HOSTILE LEGISLATION 


New York Board of Trade Takes Up Carriers’ Cause 








New York, December 18.—Charles A. Moore, at a 
meeting of the Board of Trade, proposed the following 
motion, which was adopted unanimously: 

“Whereas, It is of paramount importance to the 
commercial interests of our country that the earning 
power of our railroads shall not be reduced or their 
credit be impaired by legislative acts and decrees of 
commissions making it impossible for them to maintain 
normal operation or to improve their facilities; therefore, 
be it . 

“Resolved, That the Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion of New York deprecates any action by business 
bodies, individual shippers or federal and state officials 
which may tend to aggravate public prejudice against 
railroads, and urges the business men of the country to 
favor such freight rates as will insure the railroads ade 
quate revenues for handling the traffic and preparing for 
its future growth.” 

This was referred to the committee on railroads with 
instructions that copies should be forwarded to repre 
sentatives in Congress. In moving it Mr. Moore read 
similar resolutions passed on the subject, one by the 
Commercial Congress meeting at Washington, sixty-four 
trade organizations endorsing it and another by the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association. It was a_ striking 
thing, he remarked, that in the south, which only re 
cently had passed a mass of legislation hostile to rail 
roads, should now show such a change of sentiment.

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Carrier, in Brief, Deciares Practice Just to Shipper 
and Elevator 





Washington, D. C., December 18.—The brief of the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad company in answer to the 
proceedings brought by the Baltimore Chamber of Com- 
merce attacking the scaleage deductions at the Baltimore 
elevators has been filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The brief contends that grain sustains a 
loss in weight by reason of evaporation and other causes 
while in the elevators, and that the scaleage deductions 
are designed to protect the elevators against this loss. 

The brief calls attention to the fact that scaleage 
deductions of a similar nature have been in force at 
Baltimore since the establishment of the elevators and 
also at competitive ports, and says the Chamber of 
Commerce has co-operated with the railroad in making 
these deductions. It is asserted the western shippers 
have known of these deductions, and that these have not 
interfered with the prosperity of the port. 

The railroad attorneys contend that the owners of 
grain should bear the loss in weight while in the ele- 
vators. 

“According to the custom of the trade,” they say, 
“grain is measured, bought and sold by weight, the 
bushel being simply a convenient unit, representing a 
different number of pounds according to the kind of 
grain. If, therefore, one who has deposited 10,000 bush- 
és of grain to be kept separately should receive a cer- 
tificate entitling him to receive on demand 10,000 bushels 
of that grain, then a presentation of his certificate would 
entitle him to receive more grain than he has deposited. 

“In other words, the elevator would have to pro- 
cure elsewhere a sufficient weight of other grain to make 
up the loss due to shrinkage. As a matter of fact, this 
could not happen, because the scaleage regulations apply 
also to grain kept separately. 

“When grain of different depositors is mingled the 
only kind of certificate which can be issued is one which 
calls for a certain number of bushels. If the outstanding 
certificates state the weight of the grain deposited and 
are met in full, the elevator must inevitably buy grain 
to meet them, not because of any fault of its own, but 
because it is the nature of grain to lose in weight. It 
is for this reason that the elevators at Baltimore have 
always issued receipts entitling the holder to a weight 
less than that actually deposited. 

“This result was formerly accomplished by issuing 
the certificate for the amount received less the scaleage. 
_ The certificate now shows the amount deposited, the 
Saleage and the amount which will be delivered. This 
is believed to be eminently just so long as the scaleage 
deduction does not exceed the amount which the grain 
Will lose in weight.” 

In conclusion, the attorneys say that there seems to 
be a feeling that the publication of these charges will 
operate to the disadvantage of Baltimore. 

“If the charges are required to be published,” they 
contend, “the defendant has no choice in the matter, 
% that no claim of this kind can be made. The port of 
Baltimore is this defendant’s port of export for grain. 
Any injury to Baltimore as a port of export would injure 
ditectly the traffic and revenues of this defendant. This 
tefendant believes that, in this matter as in other busi- 
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ness transactions, honest and open dealing will win confi- 
dence and bring trade. As a matter of fact, the ship- 
pers of grain have known and know now that deductions 
have been and are being made to cover loss of weight 
in elevators; but, were it otherwise, their ignorance 
would be no sound basis for Baltimore’s export business. 
Permanent trade cannot be built up on deceit. This de- 
fendant believes that shippers will prefer a port where 
every rule or practice affecting the trade and determining 
the whole cost of export is open and published,” 


TRAFFIC AGENTS NAME OFFICERS, 
Columbus, Ohio, December 18.—Herbert Sheridan, di- 
vision freight agent of the Baltimore & Ohio, has been 
elected president of the Columbus branch of the National 
Association of Freight Traffic Agents. Mr. Sheridan suc 
ceeds E, L. Abbett, agent of the Lake Shore and Lehigh 
Valley route, who some time ago, on;the expiration of 


-his term, tendered his resignation as executive head of 


the local branch. F. H. Hysell, assistant general freight 
agent of the Ohio Central lines, was elected first vice 
president, succeeding W. O. Brashear, and T. S. Trainer, 
of the Star Union line, as second vice-president. G. T. 
Chamberlain of the Big Four and I. C. Stevenson of the 
Lake Shore-Lehigh Valley route were re-elected as treas- 
urer and secretary, respectively.

Surplus Cars Still Increasing 





The latest report of the American Railway Associa- 
tion Committee on Car Efficiency reveals another large in- 
crease in the number of surplus cars. The surplus has 
now touched the highest figure since the first of Septem- 
ber. In presenting the report, which appears on the fol- 
lowing pages, Arthur Hale, the chairman of the committee, 
says: 

“The surplus on the date covered by this report to- 
taled 175,643, the highest figure since September 2. The 
total increase in surplus in the two weeks from the date 
of our last report equals 42,814, of which 22,356 are box 
cars and 14,962 coal and gondola. 

“The increase is quite general in the eastern, middle, 
western and northwestern territory, while the southern 
and southwestern groups show some improvement. 

“Shop reports show a continued dec\ease in the num- 
ber of bad order cars, the decrease for this period approxi- 
mating 10,000 cars. 


“It will be noted that the shortages reported in the 


reports for October and November have been materially 
reduced, those remaining being scattered and of little im- 
portance.” r

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Kentucky After Southern Pacific 


Frankfort, Ky., December 18.—An order of the state 
Fiscal court of Kentucky directs the state board of 
valuation to assess the intangible property of the South- 
ern Pacific according to the constitution. 

The order means that the board must assess the 
property at $175,000,000 instead of $1,000,000, as has been 
the custom for years, and that the railroad company 
must pay taxes into the state treasury amounting to 
$4,000,000 in round figures, 

The Southern Pacific is a Kentucky corporation, 
with its home office at Beechmont, a suburb of Louis- 
ville. The case, it is stated, cannot be taken to the 
Supreme court of the United States, 

The attorneys for the company contend that, as the 
road has no track in Kentucky, the assessment should 
be nominal, and in that way have prevented the assess- 
ment of the intangible property at its real value for 
years. If affirmed by the state Supreme court the deci- 
sion will drive the Southern Pacific from Kentucky.
